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GOP amendment that

HARTFORD — After clash- 
ing for five hours, the state Senate 
voted Monday to extend Gov. Ned 
Lamont’s mask mandate in schools 
and other executive orders that had 
been scheduled to expire Tuesday. 

Democrats who control the

chamber said the mask mandate 
will now expire Feb. 28 — and local 
school boards will have the author- 
ity going forward on masks. 

The measure passed 21-14 on 
mostly party lines with Demo- 
cratic Sen. Cathy Osten of Sprague 
breaking with her party and voting 
with Republicans against the bill. 

Lawmakers also approved a 
separate resolution to extend the 
public health and civil prepared- 
ness emergencies for the state until 
June 30, which guarantees more 
than $30 million per month in 
additional benefits for food stamps 


for needy families. Legislators did 
not, however, extend the special 
powers that Lamont has had for 
nearly two years. 

“It does not grant the governor 
any powers,” said Sen. Matt Lesser, 
a Middletown Democrat who led 
the debate. “We are reclaiming 
the legislature’s authority. ... We 
all want the pandemic to end. We 
are all exhausted.” 

The Democratic-controlled 
Senate also rejected an amend- 
ment Monday that would have

Hartford HealthCare fined over maternity closure 


System to pay $65,000 
for prematurely halting 
services at Windham

Hartford HealthCare has been 
fined $65,000 as a penalty for ceas- 
ing labor and delivery services at 
Windham Hospital before filing 
the necessary documents with 
the state, Connecticut’s Office 
of Health Strategy announced 


Monday. 

In a letter sent to Hartford 
HealthCare on Monday, OHS 
alleged the health system had 
intentionally skirted rules requir- 
ing providers to seek approval 
before terminating services. The 
agency concluded that Hartford 
HealthCare had stopped deliver- 
ing babies at Windham Hospital in 
June 2020, more than two months 
before filing a Certificate of Need 
application, as part of a plan to 
permanently close the maternity 
ward there. 


As aresult, the system will be 
required to pay a $65,000 fine, 
equating to $1,000 for each day 
the certificate was overdue. 

The fine comes amid a broader 
dispute over whether Hartford 
HealthCare will be permitted to 
permanently end labor and deliv- 
ery services at Windham Hospi- 
tal. The health system, which 
operates seven hospitals across 
the state, has proposed sending 
pregnant patients in northeast 
Connecticut to Backus Hospital in 
Norwich, about 30 minutes away 


from Windham. 

In a email Monday, Hartford 
HealthCare spokesperson Tina 
Varona said the health system’s 
priority is receiving a ruling from 
OHS on whether it will be able to 
move forward with that plan. 

“While we disagree with the 
penalty, we are committed to 
working with OHS to bring our 
application to a decision in a 
timely manner,” Varona said. “We

GOP heavyweight 
kicks in to target 
statewide offices

A new independent expendi- 
ture group, CT Truth PAC Inc., 
came to life over the weekend 
with a $500,000 contribution 
by David Kelsey, the GOP town 
chair of Old Lyme and a longtime 
donor to Republicans. 

Organization papers filed with 
the State Elections Enforcement 
Commission confine the PAC to 
independent spending on races 
for governor and the five other 
statewide constitutional offices. 

While state law prohibits 
direct contributions of more 
than $3,500 to a gubernatorial 
campaign and $10,000 to a state 
party, there is no limit on contri- 
butions to independent groups 
known as super PACs. 

The ambitions for CT Truth 
PAC are unclear: Neither 
Kelsey nor the PAC’s chair, 
Sergio Mangione of East Haven, 
responded Sunday to requests 
for comment. Notice of Kelsey’s 
initial contribution was filed 
Saturday. 

Last year, Kelsey gave $109,500 
to the Republican National 
Committee and $10,000 to the 
state party’s federal account. 
Over the past decade, he has 
given more than $160,000 to local 
and state GOP committees and 
campaigns. 

Long a factor in presiden- 
tial politics, super PACs came 
of age in Connecticut guberna- 
torial politics in 2018, with the 
campaigns of three Republican 
candidates supplemented by 
dedicated independent expen- 
ditures.

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State places daughter of former official on leave 


Investigation underway into her hiring

Anastasia Diamantis, 
the daughter of former 
state deputy budget direc- 
tor Kosta Diamantis, has 
been placed on admin- 
istrative leave following 
an investigation into her 
hiring at the Connecti- 
cut Division of Criminal 
Justice. 

A letter obtained by the 
CT Mirror through the 
state’s Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act shows that 
Anastasia Diamantis was 
placed on paid leave on 
Feb. 4, two days after state 
officials released a report 
that raised questions 
about how she obtained 
her position as an assistant 
with the state’s top pros- 
ecutor. 

That report, which was 
assembled by former US. 


Attorney Stanley Twardy 
Jr., found that Richard 
Colangelo Jr., Connecti- 
cut’s Chief State’s Attor- 
ney, hired Anastasia 
Diamantis at the same 
time that he was push- 
ing her father for pay 
increases within the Divi- 
sion of Criminal Justice. 

Twardy’s team of inves- 
tigators questioned the 
circumstances in which 
Colangelo first met Anas- 
tasia Diamantis, and the 
report said the explana- 
tions that Colangelo, Anas- 
tasia Diamantis and Kosta 
Diamantis gave to inves- 
tigators were not seen as 
“credible.” 

Anastasia Diamantis 
was informed in the letter 
on Feb. 4 that she would 
remain on administrative 
leave until the Division 
of Criminal Justice can 
fully review the allega- 


tions included in Twardy’s 
report. 

Following that review, 
officials at the Divi- 
sion of Criminal Justice 
explained that she could 
be removed from her state 
job, which pays roughly 
$99,000 per year. 

It’s unclear how long 
it will take for the Divi- 
sion of Criminal Justice to 
review Anastasia Diaman- 
tis’s actions and decide 
whether she remains on 
the state payroll. 

Alaine Griffin, the 
spokeswoman for the 
Division of Criminal 
Justice, said the division 
did not have any further 
comment on the employ- 
ment matter. 

Anastasia Diamantis is 
not the only person whose 
job prospects have been 
affected by the investiga- 
tion, which began last year. 

Kosta Diamantis 
stepped down from his 


government job as the 
state’s second-highest 
budget official in Octo- 
ber 2021 after Gov. Ned 
Lamont placed him on 
administrative leave. 

That decision was made 
after Lamont’s adminis- 
tration was subpoenaed 
by a federal grant jury for 
records related to Kosta 
Diamantis and his over- 
sight of school construc- 
tion projects and the 
State Pier project in New 
London. 

Colangelo, who served 
as a prosecutor with the 
Division of Criminal 
Justice for 29 years, also 
sent a letter to the state’s 
Criminal Justice Commis- 
sion last week announc- 
ing that he would retire 
in order to avoid a highly 
publicized hearing into his 
alleged actions. 

In that case, Colan- 
gelo maintained that he 
did nothing wrong by 


hiring Anastasia Diaman- 
tis, but he said he would 
step down at the end of 
March in order to prevent 
the Division of Criminal 
Justice from being further 
entangled in the “imbro- 
glio.” 

As part of his retire- 
ment, Colangelo will 
be eligible for two state 
pension plans that will pay 
him a combined $93,720 
annually, according to 
state records. 

A federal grand jury is 
also investigating how 
Anastasia Diamantis was 
hired by a construction 
management firm that 
received two no-bid state 
contracts in a process 
overseen by Kosta 
Diamantis.

Atan OHS hearingin Novem- 
ber, Hartford HealthCare offi- 
cials said births at Windham 
Hospital have dropped precipi- 
tously since Mansfield Ob/Gyn, 
a large local practice, opted to 
leave the hospital and deliver in 
Manchester instead. Asa result, 
they said, it is not practical to 
continue providing labor and 
delivery services. 

“Patient volume has declined 
significantly over the past six 
years, making it impossible 
for the hospital to continue to 
provide these services in a safe 
manner,” Dr. David Kalla told 
OHS. 

The suggestion of closing the 
Windham Hospital maternity 
ward prompted outcry from 
locals, some of whom sought to 
block the plan, arguing it was 
unfair to ask people in North- 
east Connecticut to travel so far 
to give birth. 

“This conglomeration has 
come into our community 
and taken over our commu- 


nity hospital and has begun to 
deplete services in our commu- 
nity hospital,” Leah Ralls, presi- 
dent of the Willimantic chapter 
of the NAACP said in Novem- 
ber. “It feels very offensive.” 

At the OHS hearing, those 
who oppose closing the mater- 
nity ward in Windham blamed 
Hartford HealthCare for the 
decline in births there, claiming 
the health system drove away 
Mansfield Ob/Gyn. 

“This is how you break a 
small city” Rodney Alexander, 
anew Windham city councilor, 
testified. “How can we expect 
young families to move here 
and raise a family and there are 
no OB-GYNs here?” 

On Monday, Varona reiter- 
ated Hartford HealthCare’s 
position that the system has 
no choice but to permanently 
close the maternity ward in 
Windham. 

“As our CON application 
explained, and as experts testi- 
fied, it had become impossible 
to provide a safe, quality child- 
birth experience at Windham 
Hospital due to departures of 
obstetricians and trained staff,” 
she said.

Obsitnik, one of the 2018 guberna- 
torial candidates, paid $90,000 to 
elections enforcement to settle a 
complaint of illegal coordination. 
Gov. Ned Lamont, the Demo- 
crat who is seeking a second term, 
spent $15 million on his self-funded 
campaign in 2018. Stefanowski has 
committed $10 million of his own 
money to his 2022 campaign and is 
on the air with an initial television 


Stefanowski, the Republican 
gubernatorial nominee then and 
the likely nominee in 2022. 

It’s unknown whether the CT 
Truth PAC and Kelsey will fulfill 
the same role for Stefanowski 
this year as did the Protect Free-

in 1998, told the crowd of about 
50, gathered in the bitter cold on 
Monday. 

The rally took place four years 
after the slayings at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High Schoolin 
Parkland, Fla., and nine years after 
more than 5,000 people rallied 
for stricter gun control measures 
at the Capitol in the wake of the 
Sandy Hook school shooting. 

Politicians and anti-violence 
advocates called for expanded 
funding for violence mediation 
groups such as Compass Youth 
Collaborative in Hartford and 
voiced their support for a legisla- 
tive measure — which that morn- 
ing the Connecticut General 
Assembly’s Public Health Commit- 
tee had approved to be drafted — 
establishing a statewide Office of 
Gun Violence Prevention. 

“We know that they can touch 
people, reach young people 
before they commit gun violence,” 
U.S. Sen. Richard Blumenthal, 
D-Conn., said of violence preven- 
tion workers. “... We should be 
investing in them, supporting 
them, and urging and inspiring 
them to do even more” 

Gun-related homicides spiked 
in Connecticut in 2021 and the 
majority of victims were Black 
residents, said Jeremy Stein, 
executive director of CT Against 
Gun Violence, an organization 
that aims to end gun violence in 
the state. Young Black men in 
Connecticut are 39 times more 
likely than young white men to die 
by gun violence, he noted. 

“It is time to prioritize the 
issue of gun violence prevention 
by establishing an Office of Gun 
Violence Prevention,” said Janet 
Rice, also of CT Against Gun 
Violence. “We need to act now.” 

Addressing a crowd dotted with 
neon orange signs bearing the 
names and ages of gun violence 
victims, Rice recalled the shoot- 
ing of her 20-year-old son Shane 
Oliver, who was killed in 2012 
while on his way to collect money 
for acar he had sold. 

“All these victims were doing 
ordinary, basic things and lost 
their lives while doing just that,” 
she said.

allowed parents — rather than 
school boards or the governor — to 
make the final decision on whether 
individual students wear masks in 
school. 

The amendment was rejected 
21-13 on strict party lines before 
the later vote on the full bill. 

Sen. Rob Sampson, a conser- 
vative from Wolcott, offered the 
amendment that would have 
provided the choice for children 
in schools and day care centers, 
effective immediately. 

“T think this is the only path 
forward,” he told colleagues on the 
Senate floor. “It is the right thing to 
do. ... Ultimately, it allows parents 
to make that final choice.” 

But Lesser said the switch would 
mark “a vast change” in “a stun- 
ningly irresponsible” amendment 
that would cause “chaos” in the 
schools. Sampson, though, coun- 
tered that it would not be a prob- 
lem because schools have operated 
for years without masks. 

“Some kids will come to school 
with masks, and some will not,” 
Sampson said, adding that he does 
not see potential disruptions in the 
schools. “I think this is ano-brainer 
amendment. ... It’s the parents’ 
choice or the government’s choice. 
That’s what’s at stake.” 

Sampson and other Republicans 
were also concerned about free- 
dom and the rule of law. 

Sampson said he keeps hearing 
words like “let” and “allow” that 
should not be used in the debate. 
“It is so frustrating to hear our 
government officials saying they 
are allowing such a behavior,” he 
said. 

“All of these mandates and two 
years of a speculative definition of 
what an emergency is,” Sampson 
said. “We have the rule oflaw — not 
the rule of man or the rule ofaking. 
It applies to everyone the same.” 

“People are not stupid. Let that 
sink in for a second. The people we 
represent are not stupid,” Sampson 
said. “They will put the masks on 
themselves. We don’t have to tell 
them that. If there was a virus that 
was so dangerous that we needed 
to put masks on children ... I don’t 
think they should be in school at 
all” 

Sen. Saud Anwar, a South Wind- 
sor Democrat who is also a physi- 
cian, said that state officials have 
been correct to follow highly qual- 
ified medical personnel who have 
spent their entire careers on infec- 
tious diseases. He noted that more 
than 10,000 patients have died in 
Connecticut since the pandemic 
started spreading nearly two years 
ago. 


dinner. Excitedly waiting to go to 
the corner store for a treat.

Nicole Hockley, the co-founder 
and CEO of the Sandy Hook 
Promise Foundation, whose son 
Dylan was one of the 20 first-grad- 
ers killed in the Newtown shoot- 
ing, recalled attending the March 
for Change at the Capitol in 2013, 
holding a bright green sign with a 
picture of her son. 

Before the Sandy Hook shoot- 
ing, she said, she had thought she 
was “safe, immune” from gun 
violence. After the tragedy, she 
said, “I had no choice other than 
to learn how to think differently, 
how to learn to look at commu- 
nity intervention programs, how 
to look at how we could educate 
and empower our kids.” 

Maggie LaBanca, a senior at 
Newtown High School and survi- 
vor of the Sandy Hook shooting, 
urged U.S. lawmakers to pass 
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comprehensive gun control laws 
and state leaders to prioritize gun 
violence prevention efforts. 
“Those of us from Newtown 
understand the long-lasting detri- 
mental effects that gun violence 
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can generate,” said LaBanca, 
a co-chair of the Jr. Newtown 
Action Alliance. “Communities 
like Hartford, New Haven and 
Bridgeport suffer daily, due to 
high incidents of interpersonal

“Let’s stay the course. We are so 
close to victory,’ Anwar said. “It 
really is not over. We said it was 
over afew months ago. It’s not over. 
... The disease is not as severe.” 

Unfortunately, he said, the 
debate has included disinforma- 
tion and distortions that masks are 
ineffective. 

“Let’s stop dividing people, 
please? We are better than this,” 
Anwar said. 

Senate majority leader Bob 
Duff of Norwalk said disinforma- 
tion became common nearly two 
years ago when opponents said 
COVID was “just like the flu — 
like a cold.” Nationwide, nearly 1 
million people have died over the 
past two years. 

During the House debate last 
week on the floor for more than 
one hour, Rep. Doug Dubitsky of 
Chaplin said that masks are unsafe 
and ineffective. 

“That’s a ridiculous comment,” 
Senate President Pro Tem Martin 
Looney of New Haven told Capitol 
reporters Monday. “Many children 
are succeeding very well in schools 
with masks.” 

During the debate, Looney 
said that only 13 executive orders 
remained in effect from about 300 
that Lamont had originally issued. 
As executive orders, they will cease 
to exist — but will be enacted into 
law. 

“We’re doing exactly what so 
many have clamored for — having 
the legislature step in and take 
action,’ Looney said. 

Sen. Will Haskell, a Westport 


Democrat, said the future COVID 
decisions will be made by the local 
officials in the same way that they 
decide whether to close schools 
on a snow day. He noted that the 
roads might be icy in his home- 
town of Westport but not in other 
areas of the state. The governor 
does not have the authority to 
close all schools statewide on a 
snow day, and the local officials 
should be able to decide on masks, 
he said. 

Sen. Tony Hwang, a Fairfield 
Republican who opposes the 
school mask mandate, talked about 
his experiences as a child under an 
authoritarian government. 

“My parents escaped from 
communist China as teenagers and 
escaped to Taiwan,” Hwang said, 
describing the power of govern- 
ment. “That was all we knew. We 
were in constant fear. ... The danger 
and the fear that is reinforced, that 
allows the government to be the 
protector, was constant. We real- 
ized this was the only way. It wasn’t 
until we came to the United States 
and recognized that we do have a 
choice.” 

Hwang added, “Until we came 
to this country, we didn’t know 
anything different. ... When I say 
the word indoctrination, unless 
you lived it ... it literally impacts 
every aspect of your life.” 

While 360 people signed up to 
speak last week during a public 
hearing about masks, fewer than 
100 actually spoke before the 
six-hour hearing ended, legislators 
said. Democrats said those who 


could not speak were allowed to 
submit written testimony. 

Despite believing in science, 
Hwang said he opposes the 
mandate. 

“I believe in the vaccine. I 
believe in the boosters,” Hwang 
said. “We have moved forward 
with new medical science. ... But 
the cure that the state is mandating 
is more dangerous than the virus. 
How can we dismiss the social 
and emotional impact of an entire 
generation of students?” 

Senators also debated over the 
public health and civil prepared- 
ness emergencies that are 
related to the ongoing COVID- 
19 pandemic. The emergencies 
had been previously declared by 
Lamont, but his extraordinary 
powers are expiring Tuesday. As 
a result, the legislature is assum- 
ing the authority over the emer- 
gencies. 

A critical point for Democrats 
is that Connecticut cannot afford 
to lose $32.6 million per month 
in additional federal funding for 
food stamps for 214,000 strug- 
gling households with an extra 
$95 per month for those currently 
receiving the maximum benefit. 
The resolution also includes $20 
million more from the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, 
known as FEMA. That money is 
needed for housing so that home- 
less people are not packed into 
close quarters and bunk beds in 
small shelters, where the virus 
could be transmitted more easily, 
officials said.

violence.” 

To Jacquelyn Santiago, the CEO 
of Compass Youth Collaborative, 
gun violence is a public health 
issue — and one that is “as conta- 
gious as COVID.” 

“There’s no vaccine for 
violence,” she said. “But we do 
hire peace-builders.”

“We have not been in a state of 
emergency for a long, long time,” 
Sampson said. “A lot of the hyste- 
ria is being created by the govern- 
ment saying we’re in a state of 
emergency.” 

Senate Republican leader Kevin 
Kelly of Stratford said that New 
York Wisconsin, Kansas, Utah, 
and Oklahoma all ended their 
statewide emergency declarations 
and still received the maximum 
amount of food stamp benefits. 

Looney, however, said the legis- 
lature was exerting its own author- 
ity during “an ongoing crisis” as the 
pandemic continues, adding, “We 
should not do anything that could 
potentially jeopardize that flow of 
funds.” 

Besides masks, the Senate also 
approved multiple other provi- 
sions Monday ina single bill. 

The orders that will be extended 
include requiring visitors to nurs- 
ing homes to be vaccinated or 
taking a COVID test before being 
allowed into the home. The provi- 
sion, known as executive order 
14F, will be extended to March 15, 
while other short-term provisions 
will last until April 15. None of the 
provisions are being permanently 
written into state law, proving flex- 
ibility for the legislature that can 
change, depending on the severity 
of the pandemic. 

The bill also allows the state 
housing department and other 
departments to provide housing 
for people who are at high risk 
of contracting the virus, such as 
homeless people who want to 
avoid being crammed into shelters 
in bunk beds in close quarters. The 
House voted separately on a reso- 
lution to obtain millions of dollars 
from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, known as 
FEMA, to pay for the temporary 
housing for the homeless. 

The debate, which started at 
about 11:35 a.m., continued until 
the final vote after 6:20 p.m. 
Monday. 

Legislators dropped a potential 
provision that would have waived 
the long-running rule that school 
districts must have 180 days of 
instruction per year. That would 
have given additional flexibility 
this year for school districts to 
include COVID-relief days to be 
included in the 180 total. If the 
schools were closed for up to five 
days due to COVID reasons, those 
days could have been included. But 
the idea was dropped by the House 
because lawmakers said there was 
no consensus on the controver- 
sial issue. The measure was not 
included in the Senate bill.

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Russia open to more talks with West 


Ukraine’s president 
hints at compromise 
to ward off conflict

MOSCOW — The tone 
of the crisis over Ukraine 
shifted Monday as Russia’s 
top diplomat endorsed 
more talks to resolve its 
standoff with the West, 
and Ukrainian officials 
hinted at offering conces- 
sions to avert war — even as 
Russian warships massed 
off Ukraine’s Black Sea coast 
and Russian ground troops 
appeared poised to strike. 

In stage-managed, tele- 
vised meetings, the Krem- 
lin sent its strongest signals 
yet that it would seek further 
negotiations with the West 
rather than launch imme- 
diate military action. State 
television showed Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov tell- 
ing President Vladimir Putin 
there was still a diplomatic 
path ahead. Minutes later, 
it showed Defense Minister 
Sergei Shoigu telling Putin 
that what he characterized 
as “large-scale drills” around 
Ukraine were coming to an 
end. 

“I believe that our 
possibilities are far from 
exhausted,” Lavrov said, 
referring to Russia’s nego- 
tiations with the West. “I 
would propose continuing 
and intensifying them.” 

Putin responded ambigu- 
ously: “Good.” 

It was a sign that the 
Kremlin was still holding 
out the possibility that it 
could use its troop buildup 
to achieve key objectives 
without military action. 
The prospect for such a 
scenario was bolstered in 
Kyiv, the Ukrainian capital,

where President Volody- 
myr Zelenskyy left open the 
possibility of dropping his 
country’s ambition to join 
the NATO alliance — amove 
that would help fulfill one of 
Putin’s key demands. 

At a news conference, 
Zelenskyy emphasized that 
NATO membership was “for 
our security,” with the goal 
of joining the alliance writ- 
ten into the country’s consti- 
tution. But he acknowledged 
the difficult place the coun- 
try found itself in, nearly 
completely encircled by 
Russian forces and with 
partners like the United 
States insisting they will not 
send troops into Ukraine to 
repel a Russian invasion. 


“How much should 
Ukraine go on that path?” 
Zelenskyy said of NATO 


membership. “Who will 
support us?” 
The prospect of Ukraine 


joining NATO, he posited, 
could be “like a dream.” 

Zelenskyy spoke along- 
side Chancellor Olaf Scholz 
of Germany, the latest West- 
ern leader trying shuttle 
diplomacy to avert war. The 
flurry of diplomacy came as 
fears of war have caused oil 
prices to spike, pushing well 
past $90 a barrel. 

“If Russia violates the 
territorial integrity of 
Ukraine again, we know 
what to do,” Scholz said. “In 
the event of military escala- 


tion, we are ready for very 
far-reaching and effective 
sanctions in coordination 
with our allies.” 

Scholz will fly to Moscow 
on Tuesday for crisis talks 
with Putin, following up 
on last week’s Kremlin visit 
by President Emmanuel 
Macron of France. Foreign 
Minister Zbigniew Rau of 
Poland — a country that is 
one of Russia’s most vocal 
critics in Europe — was also 
scheduled to visit Moscow 
on Tuesday to meet with 
his Russian counterpart, 
Lavrov. And Foreign Minis- 
ter Luigi Di Maio of Italy 
prepared to depart for his 
own Eastern European tour, 
which will bring him to Kyiv 


on Tuesday and Moscow on 
Wednesday. 

In his televised meeting 
with Putin, Lavrov high- 
lighted the West’s diplo- 
matic frenzy as a sign that 
the Kremlin’s strategy of 
pairing negotiations with 
military pressure was work- 
ing. Putin laid out that strat- 
egy in an address to Russian 
diplomats in November: It 
was good that “tensions” 
were high with the West, 
the president told them, and 
it was “important for them 
to remain in this state for as 
long as possible.” 

And he directed his diplo- 
mats to demand “security 
guarantees” from the West, 
such as a legally binding 


pledge that Ukraine will 
never join the NATO alli- 
ance. 

“Our initiative,” Lavrov 
told Putin, “shook up our 
Western colleagues and 
became the reason they 
have no longer been able to 
ignore many of our previous 
appeals.” 

Ambiguity about what 
comes next has been 
central to Putin’s strategy 
in the crisis set off by his 
troop buildup. Western offi- 
cials warn that an invasion 
remains a real possibility in 
the coming days. 

In Monday’s televised 
meetings, Putin did not 
state his own position, even 
after his defense minis- 
ter told him that Russian 
military exercises were 
winding down. He did not 
specify which exercises 
were ending, but Russia has 
used the pretext of exercises 
to move troops and warships 
from across the country to 
within striking distance of 
Ukraine. 

“Some of the drills are 
already ending and some 
will end soon,’ Shoigu said. 

The ambiguity over 
Russia’s intentions is forc- 
ing Ukraine and its Western 
partners to make hard deci- 
sions about what conces- 
sions to make to prevent 
an invasion — and causing 
discord over how seriously 
to take the threat. 

The secretary of Ukraine’s 
security council, Olek- 
siy Danilov, reiterated the 
government’s position 
Monday that an invasion 
is less likely than how the 
United States has portrayed 
it. 

Such comments are 
intended to prevent panic 
among Ukrainians but also 
might be aimed at easing 
negotiations with Russia, 
analysts have said. 





Tighter voting rules off 
to arocky start in Texas 


Rejected ballots, 
worry seen in the 
first primary of ’22

AUSTIN, Texas — Texas 
began early voting Monday 
in 2022’s first primary 
following a rushed rollout 
of tougher restrictions and 
the return of hundreds of 
mail ballots, dealing Repub- 
licans a clumsy debut of 
voting rules they tightened 
across the U.S. over the past 
year in the name of election 
security. 

“T think for all of us there 
is just a sense of uncer- 
tainty,” said Isabel Longoria, 
the elections administrator 
for Harris County, which 
includes Houston. 

Election officials in 
Republican-leaning coun- 
ties have also expressed 
frustration — and confu- 
sion — over changes they 
say they have scrambled to 
implement since Republican 
Gov. Greg Abbott in Septem- 
ber signed a sweeping law 
that he said would make it 
“easier to vote and harder 
to cheat.” For hundreds of 
Texas voters whose mail 
ballots and ballot applica- 
tions have been rejected in 
recent weeks, that is not the 


case. 

Harris County election 
officials announced just days 
before the first votes were 
cast in person that 40% of 
mail ballots received so far 
had already been sent back, 
mostly because they did not 
include required identifi- 
cation and signatures now 
mandated under Texas law. 

Texas is among at least 
18 states that will hold 
elections this year with 
heightened restrictions — 
an outgrowth of former 
President Donald Trump’s 
repeated false claims that 
the 2020 election was stolen. 
Republicans have rejected 
Democrats’ protests that 
the changes would disen- 
franchise voters, particu- 
larly minorities. 

But Texas had far less 
time than any other state 
to complete the work of 
changing how elections are 
run because of its especially 
early primary on March]. 

How smoothly Texas’ 
primary goes in the coming 
weeks will be as closely 
watched as the actual races, 
few of which are high-pro- 
file. 

For Republicans, Abbott is 
heavily favored over a crop 
of far right challengers in his 
campaign for a third term, 
but Attorney General Ken 
Paxton is fighting a tougher 
primary under the cloud 


of an FBI investigation. 
Democrat Beto O’Rourke 
has an almost clear path for 
his party’s nomination for 
governor. 

It’s the first primary for 
new Texas Secretary of 
State John Scott, an Abbott 
appointee, who in an inter- 
view described the returned 
ballots and applications as 
voters adapting to the new 
rules. 

He anticipates the May 
runofts and November elec- 
tions will run smoother, and 
said he does not think the 
issues so far and concerns 
expressed by local officials 
amount to a failure by the 
state. 

“It’s a new process. And I 
think new processes, espe- 
cially to those voters who 
were used to the old process, 
that absolutely is a friction 
point,’ Scott said. 

But the issues have 
extended beyond voters 
navigating new require- 
ments. When the League of 
Women Voters last month 
requested thousands of 
voter registration applica- 
tions for new US. citizens, 
the state said it could not 
fulfill the request because 
of paper supply chain 
shortages after the new law 
required the forms to be 
updated and reprinted. 

Then, county election 
offices reported they were

having to send back an 
unusually high number of 
mail ballot applications for 
not includingrequired iden- 
tification such as a driver’s 
license or Social Security 
number. Now, counties 
say they are sending back 
completed ballots for the 
same reason. 

Voters have a chance to 
correct the ballot as longas it 
is returned by Election Day, 
which has left officials wait- 
ing to see how many come 
back. 

Scott said the number of 
rejected mail ballot applica- 


tions had fallen to below 5 
percent by this month. 

He took the job as Texas’ 
chief election officer after 
serving previous roles under 
Abbott, but his appointment 
raised alarms among voting 
rights groups over his brief 
stint with Trump’s legal 
team that challenged the 
2020 election results. Scott 
withdrew from the case 
after a few days and said he 
does not dispute that Presi- 
dent Joe Biden won the elec- 
tion. 

Outside San Antonio, 
Kendall County Elections 


Administrator Staci Decker 
said mail ballot applications 
are at a low ahead of the 
primary in her overwhelm- 
ingly Republican county that 
voted for Trump by a margin 
of 3-to-1 in 2020. 

The mostly rural county 
has for years kept a list of 
about 400 voters who are 
sent mail ballot applica- 
tions. But Texas Republi- 
cans added a prohibition 
this year on government 
officials proactively send- 
ing out mail ballots, under 
the threat of felony charges 
and six months in jail.

Judge to toss Palin’s lawsuit against NY Times

NEW YORK — A judge 
said Monday he’ll dismiss 
a libel lawsuit that former 
Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin 
filed against The New York 
Times, claiming the news- 
paper damaged her reputa- 
tion with an editorial falsely 
linking her campaign rheto- 
ric toa mass shooting. 

U.S. District Judge Jed 
Rakoff made the ruling with 
a jury still deliberating at a 
New York City trial where 


the former Alaska governor 
and vice-presidential candi- 
date testified last week. 

The judge said Palin had 
failed to show that The 
Times had acted out of 
malice, something required 
in libel lawsuits involving 
public figures. 

Rakoff said from the 
bench that he let jury delib- 
erations continue in case 
his decision winds up being 
reversed on appeal. 

Palin sued The Times in 
2017, claiming the newspa- 
per had damaged her career 


as a political commentator 
and consultant with the 
editorial about gun control 
published after Rep. Steve 
Scalise, R-La., was wounded 
when aman opened fire ona 
Congressional baseball team 
practice in Washington. 

In the editorial, The 
Times wrote that before 
the 2011 mass shooting 
in Arizona that severely 
wounded then-Rep. 
Gabby Giffords and killed 
six others, Palin’s politi- 
cal action committee had 
contributed to an atmo- 


sphere of violence by circu- 
lating a map of electoral 
districts that put Giffords 
and 19 other Democrats 
under stylized crosshairs. 

The Times acknowl- 
edged that then-editorial 
page editor James Bennet 
had inserted wording that 
wrongly described both 
the map, and any link to the 
shooting. 

But the newspaper’s 
lawyers said he made an 
“honest mistake” that was 
never intended to harm 
Palin.

Landlords refuse to 
take money, evict 
occupants anyway

A day before she was due 
to be evicted in Novem- 
ber from her Atlanta home, 
Shanelle King heard that 
she had been awarded about 
$15,000 in rental assistance. 
She could breathe again. 

But then the 43-year-old 
hairdresser got an upset- 
ting letter last month from 
her landlord saying the 
company was canceling 
her lease in March — seven 
months early — without any 
explanation. 

“I thought I would be 
comfortable again back in 
my home,” said King, whose 
work dried up during the 
pandemic and who now 
worries about finding 
another apartment she can 
afford. “Here I am back up 
against the wall with no 
where to stay. I don’t know 
what I am going to do.” 

Although the $46.5 billion 
Emergency Rental Assis- 
tance Program has paid out 
tens of billions of dollars to 
help avert an eviction crisis, 
some tenants, like King, who 
received help are finding 
themselves threatened with 
eviction again — sometimes 
days after getting federal 
help. Many are finding it 
nearly impossible to find 
another affordable place to 
live. 

“It is a Band-Aid. It 
was never envisioned as 
anything more than a Band- 
Aid,” Erin Willoughby, 
director of the Clayton 
Housing Legal Resource 
Center Atlanta, said of the 
program. 

“It’s not solving the 
underlying problem, which 
is a lack of affordable hous- 
ing. People are on the hook 
for rents they cannot afford 
to pay,” she said. “Simply 
finding something cheaper 
is not an option because 
there is not anything 
cheaper. People have to be 


housed somewhere.” 

The National Housing 
Law Project, in a survey last 
fall of nearly 120 legal aid 
attorneys and civil rights 
advocates, found that 86% of 
respondents reported cases 
in which landlords either 
refused to take assistance or 
accepted the money and still 
moved to evict tenants. The 
survey also found a signif- 
icant increase in cases of 
landlords lying in court to 
evict tenants and illegally 
locking them out. 

“A number of issues 
could be described as issues 
related to landlord fraud 
... and a set of problems I 
would describe as loop- 
holes within the ... program 
that made it less effective to 
accomplish the goal,” said 
Natalie N. Maxwell, a senior 
attorney with the group. 

National Apartment Asso- 
ciation President and CEO 


Bob Pinnegar said the survey 
was not based on facts, 
adding that its members are 
doing everything they can to 
keep tenants in their homes, 
including lobbying to get 
rental assistance out faster. 

Legal aid attorneys inter- 
viewed across the coun- 
try confirmed they are 
seeing a steady increase in 
cases where tenants were 
approved for rental help and 
still faced eviction. 

These include the mother 
of anewborn and two other 
children in Florida who 
received rental assistance 
but was ordered evicted 
after the landlord refused 
to take the money. Another 
Florida landlord lied in court 
that she hadn’t received 
the money in a bid to push 
through an eviction. 

There have also been 
cases in Georgia and Texas 
where landlords who 
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received assistance moved 
to end leases early, increased 
rents to unaffordable levels 
or found other reasons than 
nonpayment to evict some- 
one, lawyers said. 

In the case of King, 
she believes her landlord 
was retaliating for earlier 
complaints about mold and 
water leaks in her three-bed- 
room house. The company 
King was dealing with, NDI 
Maxim, which manages 
property for owners, said it 
“was not at liberty to share 
details of tenants’ status nor 
their payment records.” 

Other cases are compli- 
cated by the length of the 
pandemic and conflicting 
accounts of landlord and 
tenant. 

Despite his landlord 
getting more than $20,000 
in rental assistance, Prince 
Beatty is facing imminent 
eviction from his three-bed- 


is. i 


room house in East Point, 
Georgia. 

After the money was 
approved, Beatty signed an 
agreement in court late last 
year to pay several thousand 
dollars more that he owed 
as a condition to remain 
housed. He went back to the 
county for additional assis- 
tance to cover the balance 
but says he was denied. 
Unable to find warehouse 
work during the pandemic, 
the 47-year-old Navy veteran 
still can’t pay rent and isnow 
$12,000 behind, in part due 
to his rent increasing from 
$1,250-a-month to $2,000. 

Beatty, who was told he 
would be evicted this month, 
said he wakes most morn- 
ings in a panic, wondering 
if this will be the day when 
marshals “come and disre- 
spect my stuff and throw it 
in the street.” 

His landlord, Monique

Jones, said she tried to work 
with Beatty. But she said he 
violated the lease by sublet- 
ting rooms to several other 
people and that the amount 
of rental assistance has not 
covered losses from months 
of unpaid rent that started 
before the pandemic. 

“Tt was helpful but it did 
not address the underlying 
issue which is his nonpay- 
ment of rent,’ she said of the 
rental assistance. “That still 
remains and that is right- 
fully why I am proceeding. 
If I have a tenant who will 
pay rent and abides by the 
lease, I would not attempt 
to evict.” 

Limits with rental assis- 
tance often come down to 
some states and localities 
failing to follow Treasury 
Department guidance call- 
ing for policies requiring 
landlords delay evictions 
after getting money.

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For some, Mexico is the ticket to US 


Asylum-seekers who 
don’t need a visa can 
walk across border

SOMERTON, Ariz. — 
Seated on a metal folding 
chair in the frontrow among 
dozens of asylum-seekers 
awaiting COVID-19 tests 
in Arizona, Gloria Estela 
Vallora reaped the benefits 
of her Colombian passport. 

She and eight family 
members, ranging in age 
from 4 to 63, flew to Cancun 
for two nights in the Mexi- 
can beach resort town, 
caught another flight to 
Mexico’s border with the 
US., walked 20 minutes to 
US. agents and spent anight 
in custody. Within hours, 
they would be with a friend 
in Utah. 

For Colombians and other 
nationalities that don’t need 
a visa, flying to Mexico 
can be a ticket to seeking 
asylum in the United States. 
Once arriving at a Mexi- 
can border city, they can 
walk across the border in 
broad daylight and surren- 
der to U.S. agents. In doing 
so, they avoid the dangers 
of traversing Mexico and 
other countries over land 
and circumvent sweeping 
US. asylum restrictions. 

The U.S. has expelled 
migrants more than 1.5 
million times under a public 
health order in effect since 
March 2020 to address the 
coronavirus, but it hasn’t 
been applied across the 
board. 

Mexico accepts back its 
own migrants and those 
from Guatemala, Hondu- 
ras and E] Salvador under 
the order, known as Title 
42. Other nationalities are 
eligible for expulsion, but 
the U.S. frequently won’t fly 
them out due to the expense 
and strained diplomatic 
relations with their home 
countries, notably Cuba and 
Venezuela. Instead, they are 
often quickly released in the 
USS. to pursue asylum. 

The biggest beneficiaries 


are people from Colom- 
bia and other nations who 
can enter Mexico visa-free, 
allowing them to fly to the 
USS. border and walk across. 

“At my weight, it’s not as 
easy to get around as it used 
to be,” said a smiling Vallora, 
59, who fled violence in 
the city of Bucaramanga. 
She spoke in a warehouse 
outside Yuma where a 
health-care provider tests 
released migrants for 
COVID-19 before driv- 
ing them to Phoenix’s 
Sky Harbor International 
Airport in chartered buses. 

Under U.S. pressure, 
Mexico is requiring visas 
from more nationalities, 
delaying or potentially elim- 
inating the option of flying to 
the border. Their only alter- 
native may be traveling ille- 
gally over land. 

Last year, Mexico began 
requiring visas for Brazil- 
ians and Ecuadoreans and, 
on Jan. 21, did the same for 
Venezuelans. Mexico’s Inte- 
rior Department said the 


latest move responded to 
a tenfold increase in Vene- 
zuelans traveling “in an 
irregular manner to a third 
country,” aclear reference to 
the United States. 

In December, U.S. officials 
stopped Venezuelans nearly 
25,000 times on the border, 
more than double Septem- 
ber’s count and up from 
only about 200 times the 
same period a year earlier. 
Venezuelans were the 
second-largest nationality 
encountered in December, 
behind Mexicans. 

A WhatsApp group 
named “Venezuelans to 
the United States” has been 
buzzing with people want- 
ing to know how to get a 
Mexican visa and which 
consulates have the soonest 
appointments. Some posts 
offer help for a fee, while 
others warn against scams. 

A WhatsApp post on Jan. 
23 advertises a guide on a 
flight to the Mexican border 
city of Mexicali and across 
the border for $1,800, with

food and lodging. It says 
Mexican authorities will 
seize their passports at the 
airport and return them for 
$100. 

Groups of about 75 to 125 
migrants gathered at sunrise 
several days this month at an 
opening in the border wall 
in Yuma, the Border Patrol 
sector where more than 
one of three Venezuelans 
was stopped in December. 
Venezuelans were virtually 
absent, as were Mexicans 
and Central Americans. 
They were largely Colom- 
bian, Cuban, Indian, Haitian 
and Russian. 

Venezuelans still being 
released said they squeaked 
into Mexico before the visa 
requirement took effect and 
condemned the measure. 

“Tt’s quite a journey,” said 
Daniel Sandrea, who flew 
to Mexico Jan. 19 with his 
13-year-old son and planned 
to settle in Chicago with a 
friend. 

Sandrea, 42, said he left 
Venezuela because he could 





no longer obey orders to 
threaten and harass oppo- 
nents of President Nicolas 
Maduroasa police officer in 
the city of Merida. “We are 
fleeing a dictatorship,” he 
said while waiting for a bus 
to Phoenix at the Regional 
Center for Border Health’s 
warehouse in Somerton, a 
sunbaked Yuma suburb of 
14,000 people whose old 
Main Street buildings hint 
at its 19th-century roots. 
U.S. authorities stopped 
Colombians — many ofthem 
relatively well-off — nearly 
4,100 times in December, up 
from 73 times a year earlier. 
Alejandro Pizza, 34, 
came with an extended 
family of 16 this month after 
deciding his business sell- 
ing imported farm equip- 
ment in Bogota couldn’t 
survive extortion threats. 
They vacationed four days 
on Cancun beaches before 
flying to the border city of 
Mexicali, where they hired 
four Uber drivers to bring 
them to an opening in the 


border wall in Yuma. 

Flights often arrive after 
10 p.m. in Mexicali, where 
migrants find a hotel before 
taking a bus or taxi about an 
hour east to Los Algodones, 
a town full of dentists and 
optometrists who cater to 
American and Canadian 
snowbirds. 

From there, they walk 
about 10 minutes on a 
concrete ledge of the More- 
los Dam to U.S. agents in 
Yuma. Others hike a bit 
longer to another opening 
further south. The two hot 
spots are connected bya dirt 
road, with the border wall 
on one side and the other 
lined with date palm trees 
and canals that water bright 
fields of lettuce, grasses and 
other crops. 

Migrants who pile into 
vans for a short stay in a 
Border Patrol tent include 
many from countries who 
don’t enjoy visa-free travel 
and travel surreptitiously 
over land to reach the 
border. Cubans often start 
in Nicaragua, the closest 
country to the U.S. that they 
can fly to. 

Haitians are worse off. 
Love Bre, who came by 
bus and on foot from Chile, 
made the mistake of allow- 
ing a Mexican man guide 
him, his wife and daughter 
down a hill to the concrete 
path across the dam to 
‘Yuma. 

“He even took my watch,” 
said Bre, 35, holding up his 
wrist as he entered the 
Somerton warehouse for a 
COVID-19 test and bus ride 
to the Phoenix airport. The 
bandit also took $180. 

U.S. authorities have 
released about 15,000 
migrants to the Regional 
Center for Border Health 
since last February, said 
Amanda Aguirre, chief 
executive of the health-care 
provider. About nine of 10 
are quickly on a bus to the 
Phoenix airport, with others 
taken to shelters. 

It’s too soon to say if travel 
restrictions will stop Vene- 
zuelans and may depend on 
how easily Mexico issues 
visas.

West’s megadrought driest in 
at least 1,200 years, study says

The American West’s 
megadrought deepened so 
much last year that itis now 
the driest in at least 1,200 
years and is a worst-case 
climate change scenario 
playing out live, anew study 
finds. 

A dramatic drying in 2021 
— about as dry as 2002 and 
one of the driest years ever 
recorded for the region — 
pushed the 22-year drought 
past the previous record- 
holder for megadroughts 
in the late 1500s and shows 
no signs of easing in the 
near future, according to a 
study Monday in the jour- 
nal Nature Climate Change. 

The study calculated that 
42% of this megadrought 
can be attributed to human- 
caused climate change. 

“Climate change is 
changing the baseline 
conditions toward a drier, 
gradually drier state in the 
West and that means the 
worst-case scenario keeps 
getting worse,” said study 
lead author Park Williams, 
a climate hydrologist at 
UCLA. “This is right in 
line with what people were 
thinking of in the 1900s as 
a worst-case scenario. But 


today I think we need to be 
even preparing for condi- 
tions in the future that are 
far worse than this.” 

Williams studied soil 
moisture levels in the West 
—a box that includes Cali- 
fornia, Wyoming, Utah, 
Nevada, Arizona, most of 
Oregon and Idaho, much of 
New Mexico, western Colo- 
rado, northern Mexico, and 
the southwest corners of 
Montana and Texas — using 
modern measurements and 
tree rings for estimates that 
go back to the year 800. 

That’s about as far back 
as estimates can reliably go 
with tree rings. 

A few years ago, Williams 
studied the current drought 
and said it qualified as a 
lengthy and deep “mega- 
drought” and that the only 
worse one was in the 1500s. 

He figured the current 
drought wouldn’t surpass 
that one because mega- 
droughts tended to peter 
out after 20 years. And, he 
said, 2019 was a wet year so 
it looked like the western 
drought might be coming 
to an end. 

But the region dried up in 
late 2020 and 2021. 

All of California was 
considered in official 
drought from mid-May 


until the end of 2021, and at 
least three-quarters of the 
state was at the highest two 
drought levels from June 
through Christmas, accord- 
ing to the U.S. drought 
monitor. 

“For this drought to have 
just cranked up back to 
maximum drought inten- 
sity in late 2020 through 
2021 is a quite emphatic 
statement by this 2000s 
drought saying that we’re 
nowhere close to the end,” 
Williams said. This drought 
is now 5% drier than the old 
record from the 1500s, he 
said. 

The drought monitor 
says 55% of the U.S. West is 
in drought with 13% expe- 
riencing the two highest 
drought levels. 

This megadrought really 
kicked off in 2002 — one of 
the driest years ever, based 
on humidity and tree rings, 
Williams said. 

“T was wondering if we’d 
ever see a year like 2002 
again in my life and in fact, 
we saw it 20 years later, 
within the same drought,” 
Williams said. 

The drought levels in 
2002 and 2021 were astatis- 
tical tie, though still behind 
1580 for the worst single 
year. 





Parkland families, advocates 
press Biden on gun violence

WASHINGTON — Four 
years after 17 people were 
gunned down at Stoneman 
Douglas High School in 
Parkland, Florida, families 
and gun control advocates 
are pressing President Joe 
Biden to do more to address 
gun violence. 

Protesters demonstrated 
near the White House, and 
the father of one teenager 
killed at the school scaled 
a150-foot crane across the 
street on the anniversary of 
the shooting. 

“The whole world will 
listen to Joaquin today. 
He has a very import- 
ant message,” the father, 
Manuel Oliver, said in a 
video referring to his son. 
“I asked for a meeting with 
Joe Biden a month ago, 
never got that meeting.” 

Oliver unfurled a sign 
that showed a photo of his 
son and criticized Biden for 
gun deaths on his watch. 
Police were called to the 
scene, where at least two 
people were on the crane. 
The father and two protest- 
ers were taken into custody, 
accused of breaking into a 
construction site and scal- 
ing the equipment. 

His action was part of 
a series of efforts to draw 
attention to gun violence 
and to anew website chron- 
icling 47,000 gun deaths, 
including suicides, since 
Biden was inaugurated in 
January 2021. The tracker 
also lists the number of 
young people killed and 
injured as well as mass 
shootings and encourages 
users to call on Biden and 
other administration off- 
cials to act. 

“As a candidate, Joe 
Biden promised to prior- 
itize gun violence preven- 
tion. As president, Joe 
Biden has not,” said Igor 
Volsky, founder and exec- 
utive director of the group 
Guns Down America. 

Blocked by members of 
Congress, especially Repub-

licans, Biden’s efforts to 
pass legislation to tighten 
gun laws haven’t left the 
drawing board. He also was 
forced to pull his nominee 
to lead the Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives. The group is 
calling on Biden to start a 
national office to address 
gun violence and to make 
anew nomination to head 
the ATF. 

Biden said in a statement 
before the protest that 
the movement to end gun 
violence is “extraordinary.” 

“We can never bring back 
those we’ve lost. But we 
can come together to fulfill 
the first responsibility of 
our government and our 
democracy: to keep each 
other safe,’ he said. “For 
Parkland, for all those we’ve 
lost, and for all those left 
behind, it is time to uphold 
that solemn obligation.” 

With no congressional 
appetite for new gun laws, 
deputy press secretary 
Karine Jean-Pierre said that 
Biden “is doing everything 
that he can from his perch 
from the White House, from 
the federal government.” 

Since a former student 
opened fire at the high 
school on Valentine’s Day in 
2018, killing 14 students and 
three staff members, gun 
violence at schools has only 
risen. There were at least 
136 instances of gunfire on 
school grounds between 
Aug. 1 and Dec. 31, accord- 
ing to a recent tally by the 
gun control advocacy group 


Everytown for Gun Safety. 

Biden has acted to crack 
down on “ ghost guns,” 
homemade firearms that 
lack serial numbers used 
to trace them and that are 
often purchased without a 
background check. He has 
worked to tighten regula- 
tions on pistol-stabilizing 
braces like the one used ina 
Boulder, Colorado, shooting 
last April that left 10 people 
dead. He’s also encouraged 
cities to use their COVID-19 
relief dollars to help manage 
gun violence. 

However, there are limits 
to legislation when there is 
strong opposition among 
many in Congress to signif- 
icant gun measures. The 
strongest effort in recent 
years failed, even after 20 
children and six adults were 
killed in the 2012 Sandy 
Hook school shootings in 
Newtown, Connecticut. 

Biden, a Democrat, said 
he’s asked members of 
Congress to provide fund- 
ing to help reduce violent 
crime and said they must 
pass legislation requiring 
background checks on all 
gun sales, banning assault 
weapons and high-capacity 
magazines and eliminating 
immunity for gun manufac- 
turers. 

The U.S. Secret Service’s 
National Threat Assess- 
ment Center studied school 
attacks nationwide from 
2006-18 and reported that 
most attackers were bullied 
and warning signs were 
there. 
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Canada moves to stifle protests 


Trudeau invokes 
special powers, but 
won't use military

OTTAWA, Ontario — 
Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau invoked emer- 
gency powers Monday to 
quell the paralyzing protests 
by truckers and others angry 
over Canada’s COVID-19 
restrictions, outlining plans 
not only to tow away their 
rigs but to strike at their 
bank accounts and their live- 
lihoods. 

“These blockades are ille- 
gal, and ifyou are still partic- 
ipating, the time to go home 
is now,” he declared. 

In invoking Canada’s 
Emergencies Act, which 
gives the federal govern- 
ment broad powers to 
restore order, Trudeau ruled 
out using the military. 

His government instead 
threatened to tow away 


vehicles to keep essential 
services running; freeze 
truckers’ personal and 
corporate bank accounts; 
and suspend the insurance 
on their rigs. 

“Consider yourselves 
warned,” Deputy Prime 
Minister Chrystia Freeland 
said. “Send your rigs home.” 

Freeland, who is also 
the finance minister, said 
the government will also 
broaden its anti-mon- 
ey-laundering regulations 
to target crowd-funding 
sites that are being used to 
support the illegal block- 
ades. 

Trudeau did not indi- 
cate when the new crack- 
downs would begin. But he 
gave assurances the emer- 
gency measures “will be 
time-limited, geographically 
targeted, as well as reason- 
able and proportionate to 
the threats they are meant 
to address.” 

For more than two weeks, 
hundreds and sometimes 
thousands of protesters in 
trucks and other vehicles 


have clogged the streets 
of Ottawa, the capital, and 
besieged Parliament Hill, 
railing against vaccine 
mandates for truckers and 
other COVID-19 precau- 
tions and condemning 
Trudeau’s Liberal govern- 
ment. 

Members of the self- 
styled Freedom Convoy 
have also blockaded vari- 
ous U.S.-Canadian border 
crossings, though the 
busiest and most import- 
ant — the Ambassador 
Bridge connecting Wind- 
sor, Ontario, to Detroit — 
was reopened Sunday after 
police arrested dozens of 
demonstrators and broke 
the nearly week-long siege 
that had disrupted auto 
production in both coun- 
tries. 

“This is the biggest, 
greatest, most severe test 
Trudeau has faced,” said 
Wesley Wark, a University 
of Ottawa professor and 
national security expert. 

Invoking the Emergen- 
cies Act allows the federal 


government to declare the 
Ottawa protest illegal and 
clear it out by such means as 
towing vehicles, Wark said. 

One of the protest orga- 
nizers in Ottawa vowed not 
to back down in the face of 
pressure from the govern- 
ment. 

“There are no threats that 
will frighten us. We will hold 
the line” Tamara Lich said. 

Cadalin Valcea, a truck 
driver from Montreal 
protesting for more than 
two weeks, said he will move 
only if forced. 

“We want only one thing: 
to finish with this lockdown 
and these restrictions,’ he 
said. 

Trudeau met virtually 
with leaders of the country’s 
provinces before announc- 
ing the crackdown. 

Doug Ford, the Conser- 
vative premier of Ontario, 
which is Canada’s most 
populous province and 
includes Ottawa and Wind- 
sor, indicated support for 
the emergency action before 
the meeting with Trudeau, 


saying: “We need law and 
order. Our country is at risk 
now.” 

But the leaders of other 
provinces warned the prime 
minister against taking 
emergency action, some of 
them cautioning that such 
a move could inflame an 
already dangerous situation. 

“At this point, it would 
not help the social climate. 
There is a lot of pressure, 
and I think we have to 
be careful,” said Quebec 
Premier Francois Legault. 
“It wouldn’t help for the 
polarization.” 

Also Monday, Ontario’s 
premier announced that 
on March 1, the province 
will lift its requirement that 
people show proof of vacci- 
nation to get into restau- 
rants, gyms and sporting 
events. The surge of cases 
caused by the omicron vari- 
ant has crested in Canada. 

“Let me very clear: We 
are moving in this direc- 
tion because it is safe to do 
so. Today’s announcement 
is not because of what’s 


happening in Ottawa or 
Windsor but despite it,” 
Ford said. 

The protests have drawn 
support from right-wing 
extremists and armed citi- 
zens in Canada, and have 
been cheered on in the US. 
by Fox News personalities 
and conservatives such as 
Donald Trump. 

Other  conserva- 
tives pushed Trudeau to 
simply drop the pandemic 
mandates. 

“He’s got protests right 
around the country, and now 
he’s dropping in the polls, 
desperately trying to save his 
political career. The solution 
is staring him in the face,” 
said opposition Conserva- 
tive lawmaker Pierre Poil- 
ievre, whois running for the 
party’s leadership. 

In other develop- 
ments, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police said they 
arrested 11 at the blockaded 
border crossing at Coutts, 
Alberta, opposite Montana, 
after learning of a cache of 
guns and ammunition.

Prosecutor: Arbery’s 
killers had histories of 
making racist remarks

BRUNSWICK, Ga. — The 
three white men convicted of 
killing Anmaud Arbery had 
histories of making racist 
comments or using slurs in 
text messages that stunned 
their friends and colleagues, a 
federal prosecutor told jurors 
Mondayas the trio stood trial 
on hate crime charges in the 
Black man’s death. 

During opening state- 
ments, defense attorneys 
admitted their clients had 
each expressed offensive 
and indefensible opinions 
about Black people. But they 


insisted the trio’s pursuit 
of Arbery as he ran in their 
neighborhood was prompted 
by honest, though errone- 
ous, suspicion that he had 
committed crimes. 

Travis McMichael and 
his father, Greg McMichael, 
armed themselves and 
chased Arbery in a pickup 
truck after he ran past their 
coastal Georgia home on 
Feb. 23, 2020. A neighbor, 
William “Roddie” Bryan, 
joined the pursuit in his own 
truck and recorded cellphone 
video of Travis McMichael 
blasting Arbery with a shot- 
gun. Arrests came only after

the video leaked online two 
months later. 

All three were convicted 
of murder and a judge 
sentenced them to life in 
prison last month. 

Now the McMichaels 
and Bryan are on trial in US. 
District Court, where federal 
prosecutors have charged 
them with hate crimes that 
allege they violated Arbery’s 
civil rights and targeted him 
because he was Black. 

Security cameras inside a 
nearby home under construc- 
tion had recorded video of 
Arbery wandering inside, but 
never taking anything, several 
times in the months before 
his death. White people had 
also been seen entering the 
home, which had no doors 
or windows. Yet the McMi- 
chaels assumed the 25-year- 
old Arbery must be acriminal 
and kept a lookout for him, 
prosecutor Bobbi Bernstein 
told the jury.

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Avocado import ban has 
Mexican president upset 


Action taken after threat to US safety inspector and just before Super Bowl

MEXICO CITY — Mexico’s presi- 
dent said Monday the U.S. suspension of 
avocado imports and recent environmental 
complaints are part ofa conspiracy against 
his country by political or economic inter- 
ests. 

President Andres Manuel Lopez Obra- 
dor put forward the conspiracy theory 
after the U.S. suspended imports of Mexi- 
can avocados on the eve of the Super Bowl 
following a threat against a U.S. plant safety 
inspector in Mexico. 

The measure was due to years of worries 
that drug cartel violence in the western 
Mexico state of Michoacan — where gangs 
extort money from avocado growers by 
threatening to kidnap and kill them — has 
spilled over to threats against U.S. inspec- 
tors. 

Lopez Obrador on one hand downplayed 
the measure, saying avocados for game day 
itself had already been shipped north and 
consumed. 


“The truth, the Mexican avocados have 
already been exported,” he said at his daily 
news briefing. “They already enjoyed the 
avocados.” 

On the other hand, he said producers 
who wanted to compete with Mexican 
products, or political factors, played a role 
in the decision. 

“Tn all of this there are also a lot of polit- 
ical interests and political interests, there 
is competition; they don’t want Mexican 
avocados to get into the United States, right, 
because it would rule in the United States 
because of its quality,’ Lopez Obrador said. 

He did not explain what those interests 
were, but noted ominously, “There are 
other countries that are interested in sell- 
ing avocados, as in the case of other farm 
products, so they lobby, they look for sena- 
tors, professional public (relations) people 
and agencies, to put up obstacles.” 

The US. grows about half the avocados it 
consumes and to protect domestic orchards 
from pests, inspects imported avocados — 
nearly 90% of which came from Mexico in 
recent years. 


It was only in 1997 that the U.S. lifted a 
ban on Mexican avocados that had been 
in place since 1914 to prevent a range of 
weevils, scabs and pests from entering U.S. 
orchards. 

The inspectors work for the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Services. 

Last Saturday, the U.S. government 
suspended all imports of Mexican avoca- 
dos “until further notice” after one of those 
inspectors in Mexico received a threaten- 
ing message. 

Mexico’s Agriculture Department said 
ina statement that “U.S. health authorities 
... made the decision after one of their offi- 
cials, who was carrying out inspections in 
Uruapan, Michoacan, received a threaten- 
ing message on his official cellphone,” the 
department wrote. 

Two days earlier, the U.S. Trade Repre- 
sentative’s Office filed an environmental 
complaint against Mexico for failing to 
stop illegal fishing to protect the critically 
endangered vaquita marina, the world’s 
smallest porpoise. 
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Producers making costly shift 
in response to laws, demands 
from consumers, restaurants

DES MOINES, Iowa — Without much 
fuss and even less public attention, the 
nation’s egg producers are in the midst of 
amultibillion-dollar shift to cage-free eggs 
that is dramatically changing the lives of 
millions of hens in response to new laws 
and demands from restaurant chains. 

In a decade, the percentage of hens in 
cage-free housing has soared from 4% 
in 2010 to 28% in 2020, and that figure is 
expected to more than double to about 70% 
in the next four years. 

The change marks one of the animal 
welfare movement’s biggest successes 
after years of battles with the food industry. 
Pushed by voter initiatives as well as pres- 
sure from fast food restaurant chains and 
major grocers, egg producers are letting 
chickens move throughout henhouses. 

“What we producers failed to realize 
early on was that the people funding all 
the animal rights activist groups, they were 
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our customers. And at the end of the day, 
we have to listen to our customers,” said 
Marcus Rust, the CEO of Indiana-based 
Rose Acre Farms, the nation’s second-larg- 
est egg producer. 

Josh Balk, vice president for farm animal 
protection at the Humane Society of the 
United States, noted the abruptness of the 
about face. This is “an entire industry that at 
one point fought tooth and nail not to make 
any changes,” he said. 

To agreat extent, the industry concluded 
it didn’t have another choice. 

Beginning in about 2015, McDonald’s, 
Burger King and other national restaurant 
chains as well as dozens of grocers and food 
manufacturers responded to pressure from 
animal welfare groups by announcing their 
commitment to cage-free eggs. That was 
followed by laws requiring cage-free hous- 
ing in California and similar rules in at least 
seven other states — Colorado, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Nevada, Oregon, Utah and 
Washington. 

McDonald’s, which buys about 2 billion 
eggs annually, said it gradually shifted to 
cage-free after concluding it was desired 
by customers. Many companies widely 
promoted their move to cage-free as good 
for their brand’s image. And a Gallup poll

A scramble for cage-free eggs 


from 2015 found that nearly two-thirds 
of Americans thought animals deserved 
protection from harm and exploitation. 

The egg industry also initially sought 
national standards that would allow larger 
cages but ultimately relented, said J. T. 
Dean, president of Iowa-based Versova, a 
leading egg producer. Egg companies house 
about 325 million laying hens, so shifting 
many into spaces where they could walk 
and roost was an expensive proposition, 
Dean said. 

Besides building structures with more 
space, companies had to figure out how to 
feed birds that could move about and how 
to collect their eggs. More workers and 
more feed were also needed because hens 
moving around would work up more of an 
appetite. 

The key, said Dean, was getting long- 
term commitments for guaranteed buyers 
of eggs at a higher price and then finding 
financing that would work for his company. 

“When you start talking about needing 
billions of dollars, you have to try every 
avenue you can,” Dean said. 

The exact cost of the switch on egg 
producers is hard to estimate, in part 
because some updating of buildings and 
equipment is done periodically anyway. 


Inquiry of 
UK postal 
employees 
gets started

LONDON — A public inquiry opened in 
London on Monday to examine the wrong- 
ful convictions of hundreds of British postal 
workers who were accused of theft, fraud 
or false accounting because of a faulty 
computer system. 

Between 2000 and 2014, more than 700 
postal workers were wrongfully accused, 
with some convicted and sent to prison. 
The mistakes represented one of the biggest 
miscarriages of justice in British legal 
history. 

The failures were blamed on a defective 
computer accounting system called Hori- 
zon that was installed in local Post Office 
branches in 1999, The system was supplied 
by the Japanese technology firm Fujitsu. 
The Post Office maintained for years that 
data from Horizon was reliable and accused 
branch managers of dishonesty when the 
system showed money was missing. 

In April, the Court of Appeal overturned 
the wrongful convictions of 39 people 
who ran local post offices. Those who had 
their names cleared included Harjinder 
Butoy, who was convicted of stealing about 
$270,000 and jailed for more than three 
years in 2008. 

Lawyer Jason Beer told the hearing 
Monday that the inquiry was not about 
“an IT project gone wrong” but about the 
devastating impact the failures had on those 
it affected. 

“Lives were ruined, families torn apart, 
families were made homeless or destitute. 
Reputations were destroyed,” Beer said. 

The inquiry was expected to hear from 
others affected by the IT failings and exam- 
ine the conduct of the Post Office, as well as 
whether affected workers have been prop- 
erly compensated. 
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Port of Savannah 
adds to its record 


SAVANNAH, Ga. — The Port of Savan- 
nah has added another month to its streak 
of record cargo volumes amid a surge that’s 
forced U.S. seaports to scramble to meet 
demand. 

The Georgia Ports Authority reported 
nearly 480,000 container units of imports 
and exports moved across Savannah’s 
docks last month. That’s an increase of 4% 
compared with January 2021. 

Business has been booming at U.S. 
seaports as the economy rebounds from the 
coronavirus pandemic and retailers rush to 
keep their inventories stocked. 

The port authority reported last month 
that Savannah saw a 20% increase in ship- 
ping containers for all of 2021, when it 
handled a record 5.6 million container units. 





Japanese brewer 
to exit Myanmar 


BANGKOK — Japanese beverage giant 
Kirin Holdings said Monday it has decided 
to withdraw from its joint venture in Myan- 
mar. 

Kirin, owner of the San Miguel, Fat Tire 
and Lion brands, said its board made the 
decision to “urgently terminate” the part- 
nership with Myanma Economic Holdings 
Plc, amilitary-affiliated company, after find- 
ing it would be difficult to quickly end the 
venture the way Kirin wanted. 

The company announced more thana year 
ago that it was unhappy with a Feb. 1, 2021, 
military takeover that violated its corporate 
standards and human rights policy. 

After the ouster of the elected government 
triggered nonviolent protests, the military 
and police responded with deadly force. 





Documents: IBM wanted ‘dinobabies’ gone

In recent years, former IBM employees 
have accused the company of age discrimi- 
nation in a variety of legal filings and news 
accounts, arguing that IBM sought to 
replace thousands of older workers with 
younger ones to keep pace with corporate 
rivals. 

Now it appears that top IBM executives 
were directly involved in discussions about 
the need to reduce the portion of older 
employees at the company. 

Previously sealed documents made 
public by a U.S. District Court on Friday 
show executives discussing plans to phase 
out older employees and bemoaning the 


company’s relatively low percentage of 
millennials. 

The documents emerged from a 
lawsuit contending that IBM engaged ina 
yearslong effort to shift the age composition 
of its workforce. 

“These filings reveal that top IBM 
executives were explicitly plotting with 
one another to oust older workers from 
IBM’s workforce in order to make room 
for millennial employees,” said Shannon 
Liss-Riordan, a lawyer for the plaintiff. 

Liss-Riordan represents hundreds of 
former IBM employees in similar claims. 
She is seeking class-action status for some 
of the claims, although courts have yet to 
certify the class. 

Adam Pratt, an IBM spokesperson, 


defended the company’s employment 
practices. “IBM never engaged in systemic 
age discrimination,” he said. “Employees 
were separated because of shifts in business 
conditions and demand for certain skills, 
not because of their age.” 

The newly unsealed documents — which 
quote from internal company emails and 
which were filed in a “statement of material 
facts” in the lawsuit brought by Liss-Rior- 
dan — appear to show top IBM executives 
specifically emphasizing the need to thin 
the ranks of older workers and hire more 
younger ones. 

An email by a top executive mentions a 
plan to “accelerate change by inviting the 
‘dinobabies’ (new species) to leave” and 
make them an “extinct species.”

Shane G. Eddy, senior vice 
president and chief opera- 
tions officer, on March 1 will 
succeed Christopher T. Calio. 

Calio was appointed chief 
operating officer, anew posi- 
tion that will oversee Pratt & 
Whitney’s businesses that 
include commercial and mili- 
tary engines, airborne auxil- 
iary power units and turbojet 
propulsion systems. 

He'll also oversee Pratt & 
Whitney’s technology and 
engineering work, enterprise 
services and environmental, 
health and safety and supply 
chain functions. 

Greg Hayes, chief exec- 
utive officer of Raytheon 
Technologies, said Calio will 
help advance the compa- 
ny’s growth initiatives as it 
executes its strategy that 


includes develop- 
ing talent. He is 
credited with over- 
seeing a significant 
ramp up and new 
product enhance- 
ments, including 
the introduction 
of a new version of 
its geared turbofan 
engine. 

Hayes hailed Eddy’s 
“significant aerospace indus- 
try leadership experience 
and in-depth understanding 
of Pratt & Whitney’s prod- 
ucts and culture.” Eddy previ- 
ously worked at GE Aviation, 
Sikorsky Aircraft Corp. and 
Bell Textron. 

Pratt & Whitney 
announced in December it’s 
launching a new version of 
its next-generation geared 
turbofan engine for Airbus, 
its largest commercial 
customer. The GTF Advan- 
tage builds on the geared 
turbofan engine that’s been 
in service for five years and 
pushes up fuel savings by 
1%, toa17% reduction in fuel 
consumption and CO2 emis- 
sions compared with earlier 
generation engines. 


Eddy 
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Raytheon Tech- 
nologies disclosed 
Friday it’s the target 
of a federal probe 
into the hiring 
practices at Pratt 
& Whitney and 
Collins Aerospace. 

A federal grand 
jury in Bridgeportin 
December indicted 
five aerospace executives 
and a former Pratt & Whit- 
ney employee on charges 
of conspiring to limit work- 
ers’ professional advance- 
ment and compensation. 
The six men were accused of 
participating in a “long-run- 
ning conspiracy to restrict 
the hiring and recruiting 
of employees among their 
respective companies.” 

Pratt & Whitney, based in 
East Hartford, employs about 
36,000 workers. It posted 
$18.2 billion in sales last 
year, up 8% from 2020 when 
commercial aviation was hit 
hard by COVID-19, which 
grounded many airline fleets.

High energy prices a drain on 
European businesses, homes

Spiking energy prices 
are raising utility bills from 
Poland to the United King- 
dom, leaving people strug- 
gling to make ends meet and 
small businesses uncertain 
about how much longer 
they can stay afloat. 

Inresponse, governments 
across Europe are rushing 
to pass aid to ease the hit as 
energy prices drive arecord 


rise in inflation. 

As Europe’s energy 
demand roared back from 
the depths of the corona- 
virus pandemic, it ran up 
against gas reserves sapped 
by acold winter last year, a 
lack of renewable energy 
generation over the summer 
and Russia not selling as 
much gas as usual to Europe. 

Utilities are passing the 
costs along to customers, 
and people are getting hit 
twice: with higher bills at 
home and rising prices from 


businesses also paying more 
for energy. 

In Britain, energy prices 
are set to go up by a record 
54% — some $940 per year 
— starting in April. The 
government says customers 
will get a discount on their 
bills to be paid back in small 
installments over the next 
few years, and mostalso will 
get money off another local 
tax. In total, the government 
said most people will get 
about half of the extra cost 
shaved off.

Experts hail big step forward 
in fusion technology in UK

LONDON — European 
scientists have taken a 
significant step closer to 
mastering a technology 
that could allow them to 
one day harness nuclear 
fusion, providing a clean 
and almost limitless source 
of energy, British officials 
have announced. 

Researchers at the Joint 
European Torus experi- 
ment near Oxford managed 
to produce a record 
amount of heat energy 
over a five-second period, 
which was the duration of 
the experiment, the U.K. 
Atomic Energy Authority 
said last week. 

The 59 megajoules of 
sustained fusion energy 
produced were more than 
double the previous record 
achieved in 1997, 

The agency said the result 
was “the clearest demon- 
stration worldwide of the 
potential for fusion energy 
to deliver safe and sustain- 
able low-carbon energy.” 

“If we can maintain 
fusion for five seconds, we 
can do it for five minutes 
and then five hours as we 
scale up our operations in 
future machines,” said Tony 


Donne, program manager 
for EUROfusion. 

Ian Chapman, CEO of 
the energy agency, said the 
results were a “huge step 
closer to conquering one 
of the biggest scientific and 
engineering challenges of 
them all.” 

The facility, also known as 
JET, is home to the world’s 
largest and most powerful 
operational tokamak — a 
doughnut-shaped device 
considered as one promis- 
ing method for performing 
controlled fusion. 

Scientists who were not 
involved in the project 
believed it was a significant 
result, but still a long way 
from achieving commercial 
fusion power. 

Researchers around the 
world have long been work- 
ing on nuclear fusion tech- 
nology. 

The ultimate goal is to 
generate power the way 
the sun generates heat, by 
pressing hydrogen atoms so 
close to each other that they 
combine into helium, which 
releases torrents of energy. 

Carolyn Kuranz at the 
University of Michigan 
called the development 
“very exciting” and a step 
toward achieving “igni- 


tion” or when the fuel can 
continue to “burn” on its 
own and produce more 
energy than what’s needed 
to spark the initial reaction. 

She said the results 
appeared “very promising” 
for ITER, a much larger 
experimental fusion facility 
in southern France that uses 
the same technology and 
is backed by many Euro- 
pean countries, the United 
States, China, Japan, India, 
South Korea and Russia. It 
is expected to begin opera- 
tion in 2026. 

Stephanie Diem of the 
University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, said the technol- 
ogy used by JET to achieve 
the result, using magnets to 
control ultra-hot plasma, 
show that harnessing fusion 
is feasible. 

“The next milestone on 
the horizon for magnetic 
fusion is to demonstrate 
scientific breakeven, where 
the amount of energy 
produced from fusion reac- 
tions exceeds that going 
into the device,” she said. 

Scientists hope that 
fusion reactors might one 
day provide a source of 
emissions-free energy with- 
out the risks of conventional 
nuclear power.

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Legislative proposals would criminalize 
young people in insidious new ways

n the past two years, 

Connecticut residents 

pushed for and won major 

reforms of the criminal legal 

system, including pass- 

ing legislation on police 
accountability and the erasure of 
certain convictions through Clean 
Slate. And we achieved these victo- 
ries during one of the largest civil 
rights uprisings against systemic 
racism in U.S. history, an extension 
of the Black Lives Matter move- 
ment. 

Despite our progress, Connecti- 
cut lawmakers and other officials 
have recommended antiquated 
“juvenile justice” policies that will 
harm young people and adults 
across the state. To protect gains 
we’ve made and usher in a new era 
of community-driven change, we 
must fight for genuine reforms that 
propel Connecticut forward. 

In October, Senate Republicans 
released “A Better Way to a Safer 
Connecticut,” a plan that would 
further criminalize our young 
people, expand the police state and 
roll back some of the hard-won 





reforms we urgently need. That 

is anything but a way to improve 
public safety, especially for young 
people who are poor, Black, or 
Latino — and for their commu- 
nities. And early last month, the 
state Judicial Branch announced a 
proposal to reopen the Connecticut 
Juvenile Training School (CJTS), 

a prison for young people closed in 
2018, after years of organizing and 
a public outcry against its blatant 
human rights violations. The $22 
million project would refurbish 
CJTS for use as a locked “therapeu- 
tic” center for kids 17 and younger 
as they await trial, detaining them 
when they haven’t been convicted 
ofacrime. 

These two proposals would 
criminalize young people and their 
families in insidious new ways. 
Law enforcement in this country 
has always hyper-surveilled Black 
and Latino communities, from 
slave patrols created in the late 
1700s to some contemporary school 
resource officers. Living in overpo- 
liced communities has a damaging 
and long-lasting effect on young 
people and the adults they become. 

From my experiences in a neigh- 





borhood that was heavily surveilled 
by the police, I know the impact that 
criminalizing communities of color 
has. I grew up in housing projects 
in New York City, in one of the most 
heavily policed areas in the country. 
As ayoung adult during the height 
of the NYPD’s “stop and frisk” poli- 
cies, I was frequently and unneces- 
sarily stopped by law enforcement 
for walking home from school at 
night, traveling alone in the early 
morning and even for carrying too 
many bags on the train. I also grew 
up near a juvenile detention center. 
Though I have never gone behind 
its walls, the orange and white 
concrete slabs of Brooklyn’s Cross- 
roads Juvenile Detention Center 
still haunt me. These experiences 
remain with me to this day, and 
unfortunately, are far too common. 
The constant push for more polic- 
ing and incarceration reflects and 
exacerbates ugly forms of racism 
in Connecticut and throughout the 
country. Neither offers a legitimate 
way to improve public safety. Many 
studies show that to provide a better 
foundation for young people to 
survive, we need more investment 
in our communities, particularly in 


housing, health care, education, and 
jobs. But too many Republicans and 
Democrats have called for the same 
tired approaches that don’t make us 
safer, like the “juvenile justice” plan 
in Connecticut. 

The most effective way to reduce 
crime and enhance safety is to 
invest in communities and not 
in the systems that perpetuate 
violence. For too long, people of 
color in Connecticut — especially 
in Black and Latino communities 
— have been ravaged by systemic 
racism, mass criminalization, 
and mass incarceration. The state 
spends millions every year to arrest 
and lock up youth and adults while 
failing to meet the basic needs of its 
residents. 

To tackle the systemic problems 
that harm people, lawmakers must 
decarcerate on the local and state 
level, close prisons, and dedicate 
more resources to communities. 
These priorities will truly bring us 
closer to making Connecticut safer 
for all of us.

US still supporting 
Saudi warplanes 


Regarding American foreign 
policy, perhaps the greatest current 
tragedy involves U.S. support of 
Saudi Arabia.

The US. is not flying 
its planes to attack the Yemenis, but 
America is making it possible for the 
Saudis to attack Yemen with Saudi 
aircraft, and civilians are dying 
from starvation and direct attacks 
because of U.S. support.

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High-speed internet could spark economy 


Business corridor in Hartford’s Northeast neighborhood prepares for broadband boost, reliability

HARTFORD — High-speed fiber internet 
lines — a critical building block for economic 
growth — is coming to a major business 
corridor in Hartford’s Northeast neigh- 
borhood where business owners have long 
complained about spotty or even nonexis- 
tent broadband access. 

The city plans to partner with a utility on 
the project that will run a little over a mile 
from 2730 to 3054 Main St. and 555 to 847 
Windsor St. Bids are now being sought, with 
the city matching up to $750,000, roughly 
half the project’s cost. Construction could 


start in the spring. 

Stepped up internet speed can’t come 
fast enough for Mark Brown, the owner of 
Dunn’s River Jamaican Restaurant at 2996 
Main St. 

With the volume of credit and debit card 
transactions increasing since Brown opened 
his restaurant in 2008, he saw aslowdown in 
processing times. 

“We’ve been going through all the struggle 
with the internet system,” Brown said. “It’s 
so bad that I have to go and get a hotspot just 
to help with my internet here” 

Brown said he needed seek the help of a 
hotspot to speed up internet service because 
he’s only getting about a quarter of the access

More reliable, high-speed broadband 
would open up new opportunities for 
Brown, including the possibility of doubling 
the number of his processing terminals and 
expanding online ordering capabilities.

MYSTIC — The second of five whales 
brought from Canada to Connecticut’s 
Mystic Aquarium last year for research 
purposes has died. 

The aquarium announced on its website 
that the female had been receiving inten- 
sive care for the past several months for 
multiple health issues but died early Friday 
morning. A necropsy was to be performed 
to determine the cause of death. 

“Veterinarians and animal care experts 
at Mystic Aquarium, with the support 
of veterinarians and animal husbandry 
members from other aquariums world- 
wide, devoted the full capacity of their 
expertise to the whale, providing round- 
the-clock medical treatment, testing, and 
24-hour monitoring,” the aquarium said 
ina statement. 

A male beluga named Havok, who had 
a preexisting gastrointestinal issue, died 
in August. The two whales were among 
five brought to Mystic last spring from 
Marineland in Niagara Falls, Ontario, after 
alengthy battle to obtain permits from both 
the United States and Canada. 

Animal rights activists had sued unsuc- 
cessfully to block the transport, alleging 
a permit granted by the U.S. Commerce 
secretary and National Marine Fisher- 
ies Service didn’t adequately address the 
potential harm to the belugas from being 
moved to Mystic. 

The whales, which ranged in age from 7 
to 12 atthe time of the transport, were born 
in captivity, and officials say they cannot 
safely be released into the ocean. Mystic 
officials said at the time that the five whales 
left an overcrowded habitat with about 50 
other Belugas in Canada. 

The Animal Welfare Institute, a Wash- 
ington, D.C.-based animal protection 
advocacy organization, called for an inves- 
tigation into the deaths in a statement on 
its website.

‘Today is My Birthday’ a 
fond return to the Yale Rep

“Today is My Birthday” is a rela- 
tion play where relationships just fall 
apart, where one character demands 
of another, “Aren’t you negating the 
transformative power of your own 
medium?” It’s a distanced, dispassion- 
ate musing on closeness and passion. 
And it makes total sense to be seeing 
it now. 

The Yale Repertory Theatre is the 
last of Connecticut’s major regional 
theaters to reopen after the COVID- 
19 shutdown (and its various variant 
aftereffects). The unromantic romantic 
comedy “Today is My Birthday” is the 
first show the Rep has staged since its 
revival of “A Raisin in the Sun” was shut 
down by COVID-19 concerns nearly 
two years ago, days before it was set to 
open. 

This opening was fraught as well. 
Two weeks ago the Rep announced 
that due to omicron, “Today is My Birth- 
day” could only be seen by current Yale 
faculty and staff — no guests, no family, 
no critics — and that non-Yalies could 
see a pre-recorded virtual version late in 
the run. Happily, a week after the show 
opened to Yalies only, the rules were 
changed andas of Friday the doors have 
been opened for the rest of us. 

Ironically, the play is about not being 
able to do things the way you’d most like 
to do them. It’s about compromises, and 
worries that past problems may recur. 
It’s about having trouble communicat- 
ing when everyone you know is stuck 
in a house or an office or a studio or 
in a different country, when you don’t 
know ifyou have steady work or if your 
friends and family are there for you. 

Susan Soon He Stanton wrote “Today 
is My Birthday” long before COVID- 
19 happened. The play premiered 
in New York City in 2017. It’s about 
a young writer named Emily who’d 
left her native Hawaii to find work 
in New York, didn’t find much, and 
has returned home. Her attempts to 
connect with family, new friends and 


potential boyfriends are confounded 
by technology and distractions. To track 
down someone she’s attracted to, she 
surreptitiously asks him out on a date 
while they are both improvising char- 
acters for a dating segment on a crass 
morning radio show. 

While “Today is My Birthday” is a 
rather lightweight effort for the Rep, 
it’s a good fit for these times. The six 
actors, who play over two dozen char- 
acters among them, may share a stage 
but never touch. The closest any of 
them get is sitting next two each other 
in movie seats. Otherwise they’re 
usually several feet away. The physical 
distance suits a script where nearly all 
the conversations are conducted over 
phones, radio microphones and apart- 
ment building intercoms. Even Emily 
dream job seems impersonal: she wants 
to start an online magazine. 

Director Mina Morita could do more 
to bring out this literal communications 
gap. On a broad open stage there’s no 
real sense of isolation. The scenes 
change rapidly as Emily finds work, 
loses work, finds hope, loses hope, 
reconnects, is disconnected. If there’s 
a center to all this, the playwright and 
director aren’t keen to let you know 
where it is. 

“Today is My Birthday” has a round- 
about way of getting to its points — liter- 
ally roundabout, since scenic designer 
Bridget Lindsay has incorporated a 
turntable stage into the set that has no 
practical purpose other than to illus- 
trate how Emily’s life is spinning out 
of control. 

Jeena Yi (who starred in Theater- 
Works Hartford’s wondrous “Walden” 
last year, and was unforgettable in Yale 
Rep’s “Girls” in 2019) is the only cast 
member who plays just one role for the 
entire play. As Emily, she must navi- 
gate an endless amount of unpredict- 
able situation, yet she’s somehow able 
to construct a deep, emotional char- 
acter whom you want to see succeed. 
The supporting ensemble includes 
Yi’s “Walden” co-star Gabriel Brown 
(as various friends, boyfriends and 


bosses), the esteemed New York actor 
Francis Jue (as Emily’s laid-back father, 
as well as a 104-year ukulele player), 
comedy sketch performer Atra Asdou 
(the best at switching swiftly from one 
crazy role to the next), Emily Kuroda 
(a veteran of “Today is My Birthday”’s 
world premiere production, as Emily’s 
imperious mother among others), 
and Chivas Michael of New Orleans’ 
No Dream Deferred NOLA theater 
company providing most of the funni- 
est scenes as some of the most outland- 
ish encounters Emily has. 

Some of the scenes are fun and 
breezy, some are dark and sad. There’s 
plenty to keep you guessing, but as 
you can imagine, a script about things 
seldom working out as planned might 
have some trouble tying up loose ends. 

“Today is My Birthday” has its prob- 
lems, but it’s a fine example of what 
the Yale Rep does well and why that 
theater has been missed so much. At 
a Rep show, there is always an impres- 
sive design to catch your attention 
when the script may fail to. There’s 
usually cutting edge sound and lighting, 
and staging ideas that other theaters 
wouldn’t think of. In this one, you'll 
find yourself mesmerized not just by 
the turntable stage but by three ceiling 
fans, far above the action. There are lots 
of elements to surprise as guide you 
when Stanton’s plotting gets purpose- 
fully random, when you wonder how 
“Today is My Birthday” will turn out 
for the world-weary Emily. This is the 
kind of show it’s worth going to see so 
you can share disorienting experiences 
we've all felt in the last couple of years. 
It’s a suitable homecoming to the Yale 
Repertory Theatre. 


”Today is My Birthday” runs through 
Feb. 19 at the Yale Repertory Theatre, 
1120 Chapel St., New Haven. Perfor- 
mances are Tuesday through Friday 
at 8 p.m. and Saturday at 2 and 8 p.m.

In the aquarium’s state- 
ment, Dr. Stephen Coan, 
the aquarium’s president 
and CEO, said Mystic has 
addressed issues raised 
during a visit last fall by the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture after the first whale 
died.

percent, and Hartford 
County has a 3 percent 
vacancy (rate),” according 
to the project description 
from BSC Group, aconsul- 
tant. 

Uncommon for such 
a large corner lot near 
a commercial area, the 
5-acre site for The Pike is 
undeveloped. 

When White Birch 
Crossing LLC marketed 
the land several years ago, 
an online description read: 
“Virgin soil. Never built 
on. No wetlands. Doesn’t 
abut any residential land.” 

The property is part of 
Newington’s PD Planned 
Development zone, which 
allows retail, housing, 
commercial space and 
offices. 

But Smith & Henzy will 
need a special permit to 
proceed. The company’s 
proposal goes to a hearing 
Feb. 23 at 7 p.m.; interested 
residents can get infor- 
mation on how to attend 
online through the munic- 
ipal webpage calendar at 
tinyurl.com/3ja2ab56. 

Smith & Henzy wants 
to build 64 one-bed- 
room apartments and 
88 two-bedroom units. 
They’d be equally divided 
between the twin build- 
ings. 

The company intends to 
price leases at market rate, 
but would set aside 10% 
for tenants with incomes 


no more than 80 percent of 
the regional median. 

The development plan 
includes a fitness room, 
community room and 
outdoor recreation area. 
It says apartments would 
have 9-foot-high ceilings, 
open floor plans, breakfast 
bars and large windows. 
Elevators would serve 
each building. 

The parking lot would 
have 240 spaces, includ- 
ing four with electric 
charging stations and four 
others designed for future 
upgrade. 

BSC Group told the 
town that the location — 
15 minutes from Hartford 
and a short distance from 
Sam’s Club, Stew Leon- 
ard’s and other major 
retailers — would be a 
draw. Best Buy, Lowe’s, 
PC. Richard and numer- 
ous restaurants are also 
within a few blocks. 

“Data shows that the 
project will be supported 
by younger professionals, 
empty-nesters, seniors 
aged 62 plus, and moder- 
ate-income households 
for the workforce apart- 
ments,” BSC said in a 
report. “Over the last 
12 months rents have 
increased 5 to 7 percent in 
the market area.” 

Within the past year, 
developers have proposed 
or started complexes with 
more than 100 apartments 
in Bristol, Southington, 
New Britain, West Hart- 
ford, Farmington, Avon, 
Windsor and elsewhere.

sections depending upon 
findings,” he said. 

Healey said Sunday 
that the DOT would give 
“instructions for back- 
fill requirements and 
compaction rates for the 
roadway area. The action 
plan in place has worked 
well, limiting the amount 
ofroadway that has needed 
to be disturbed.” 

Healey had said Friday 
that the area of the spill 
is a public water supply 
watershed area, and that 
there are public water 
supply service areas and 
private wells in the area. 
“Local health department, 
State Department of Public 
Health, and Regional 
Water Authority officials 
are assessing the situation, 
and additional information 
to those living in the imme- 
diate area will be commu- 
nicated as needed,” he said 
Friday in an email. 

“At this time there is no 
expected impact to public 
drinking water supplies, 
though the Regional 
Water Authority contin- 
ues to monitor the situa- 


tion,” he said Friday night. 
“The Chesprocott Health 
District has been involved 
on scene throughout the 
day and has left messages 
with nearby homeowners 
who are served by private 
wells to assist them. At this 
time, it does not appear as 
though those homeowners 
willbe impacted as most of 
the spill is downgrade from 
the handful ofhomes close 
to the location.” 

The state Department 
of Public Health has 
been in constant contact 
with Chesprocott Health 
District, the Regional 
Water Authority, and 
the DEEP Emergency 
Response Unit, and all 
were monitoring the situ- 
ation, Healey said. 

“Three monitoring wells

Connecticut has been 
capitalizing on access to 
the populous Northeast — 
within 500 miles of 30% 
of the U.S. population, 
state economic develop- 
ment officials have said. 
The state also is benefiting 
from Interstates 84, 91 and 
95 and flat land available 
for huge warehouses. 

Amazon, in particu- 
lar, has been building a 
massive presence in the 
state, including a $200 
million facility in Wind- 
sor. In January, Naugatuck 
and Waterbury officials 
announced that a150-acre 
industrial park straddling 
the town line could draw 
Amazon, adding to the 
state’s growing network of 
hubs that are key to online 
shopping and next-day 
delivery. 

Across the nation, miti-

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Listeria danger forces Manchester ice cream recall

The Royal Ice Cream Co. of Manchester 
has expanded a recall to include all prod- 
ucts due to the danger of illness from liste- 
riamonocytogenes, according to the federal 
Food & Drug Administration. 

The organism can cause serious and some- 
times fatal infections in young children, frail 
or elderly people, and others with weakened 
immune systems. Although healthy individ- 
uals may suffer only short-term symptoms 
such as high fever, severe headache, stiff- 


ness, nausea, abdominal pain and diarrhea, 
listeria infection can cause miscarriages and 
stillbirths among pregnant women. 

There have been no illnesses reported to 
date, according to an FDA notice on Satur- 
day. 

All affected products have the manufac- 
turing plant number “CT121” or “CT #121.” 
Brands include all Batch pints; Royal Ice 
Cream brand half-gallons, pints, cakes, all 
specialties; Ronny Brook Ice cream, all flavor 
pints and three-gallon tubs; New Orleans Ice 
cream, all flavor pints and 2.5-gallon tubs; 
Maple Valley Ice Cream, all flavor pints; Art 


Cream, all pint flavors. 

Also, Sweet Scoops Yogurt, all pint flavors; 
Gelato Fiasco, all pint flavors; Biggy Iggy’s 
Ice Cream Sandwiches; Munson Chip Wich 
Ice Cream sandwiches; Gifford’s Ice cream 
Sandwiches all flavors; Chewy Louie Ice 
Cream Sandwiches; Snow Wich Ice Cream 
Sandwich; and Newport Creamery, Crazy 
Vanilla, Vanilla & Chocolate, Vanilla & Coffee 
half-gallons. 

The company initiated the recall after 
FDA sampling revealed the presence of 
listeria monocytogenes on processing equip- 
ment, the federal agency notice said. The 


company is holding future product and test- 
ing before releasing distribution of the prod- 
ucts as FDA and the company continue their 
investigation into what caused the problem, 
the notice said

Drug dealer 
gets 4-year 
prison term 


Feds say New Haven man 
distributed heroin, cocaine

A Connecticut man was sentenced 
to almost four years in prison Monday 
in connection with distributing heroin, 
cocaine and crack, according to federal 
authorities. 

James Lee, 24, of New Haven, was 
sentenced by U.S. District Judge Kari A. 
Dooley in Bridgeport to a total of 46 months 
of imprisonment, to be followed by three 
years of supervised release in the drug-deal- 
ing case, according to federal authorities. 

New Haven police encountered Lee 
at a gas station on March 13, 2021; he was 
sitting in a car that had been used to flee 
from police on March 8, federal authorities 
said in a statement, citing court documents 
and statements made in court. “A search of 
Lee’s person revealed $3,815 and asearch of 
the car revealed $3,443,” the statement said. 
“Officers then found a hidden compart- 
ment in the vehicle’s center counsel that 
contained heroin, crack and cocaine pack- 
aged for distribution, and a loaded 9mm 
handgun” 

Then, on the morning of April 5, 2021, a 
New Haven police detective inan unmarked 
police cruiser identified another car that 
had fled from West Haven police during an 
attempted traffic stop several days before 
that and the detective followed the car and 
observed the vehicle’s occupants “engage in 
what appeared to be street-level drug trans- 
actions,” the statement said. 

The detective followed the car to another 
location and Lee, who had been released on 
bond, and Darryl Russell, exited the car and 
entered a building, federal authorities said 
in the statement. 

Lee was arrested after he exited the build- 
ing; Russell ignored commands not to leave 
the scene but was apprehended a short 
distance away after he was found hiding in 
atrash can, federal authorities said in the 
statement. A search of their car “revealed 
heroin, crack and cocaine packaged for 
distribution, and more than $2,000 in cash,” 
federal authorities said. 

Lee has been detained since his arrest and 
on Sept. 28 he pleaded guilty to possession 
with intent to distribute heroin, cocaine and 
cocaine base, also know as crack, federal 
authorities said. 

Russell, also of New Haven, has been 
detained since May 2021. He pleaded guilty 
in federal court on Sept. 14 to possession 
with intent to distribute, heroin, cocaine 
and cocaine base and now awaits sentenc- 
ing, federal authorities said in the statement. 

The case was investigated by the New 
Haven Police Department and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. The case is being 
prosecuted by Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Nathaniel J. Gentile.

Whoopi Goldberg 
returned to “The View” on 
Monday after a two-week 
suspension for remarks 
about the Holocaust, 
expressing surprise at 
some people who had 
reached out to her during 
her absence. 

Goldberg had been 
criticized for comments 
Jan. 31 0n the ABC daytime 
talk show where she said 
the Holocaust was not 
about race, but rather 
about man’s inhumanity to 
others. She apologized, but 
ABC News President Kim 
Godwin told her to sit out 
two weeks. 

“T want to thank every- 
body who reached out 
while I was away,” Gold- 
berg said at the opening 
of Monday’s show. “I’m 
telling you, people reached 
out from places that made 
me go, ‘Wait, wait, what? 
Really? OK’ I listened 
to what everybody was 
saying, and I was grateful.” 

She did not specify any 
of the people who reached 
out to her. 

Jewish leaders had criti- 
cized her initial statement, 
noting that Nazi leader 
Adolf Hitler had referred 
to Jews as an inferior 
race. Goldberg apologized 
online the night she made 
the remark, and on the 
next day’s show. 

“There is something 
kind of marvelous about 
being on a show like this 
because we are ‘The View? 
and this is what we do,” 
Goldberg said on Monday. 
“Sometimes we don’t do 
it as elegantly as we could. 
But it’s five minutes to 
get in information about 
topics, and that’s what we 
try to do everyday.”

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Creator’s $25,000 short paved way to ‘Bel-Air’ 


Series re-imagines 
"90s sitcom’s story 
from top to bottom

In the first episode of 
“Bel-Air” a wide-eyed Will 
arrives at a neoclassical 
estate, its private drive- 
way lined with picturesque 
palm trees and luxury 
cars. As he stands amid the 
grand foyer’s artworks and 
double staircase, he’s asked 
ifhe’s all right after every- 
thing that’s happened. 

“Tt’s all good, Aunt Viv,” 
he responds witha smile 
and an eye roll. “I got in one 
little fight, and my mom got 
scared.” 

That throwaway line is 
an unmistakable wink at 
fans of “The Fresh Prince of 
Bel-Air,” who will imme- 
diately recognize those 
words from the still-syn- 
dicated sitcom’s earworm 
of atheme song. But it 
hits different in “Bel-Air,” 
where — by this point in 
the episode — viewers will 
have watched Will endure 
anear-fatal brawl, a night in 
jail and the fearful scolding 
of his mother, who sends 
the West Philadelphia teen- 
ager to live with estranged, 
wealthy relatives on the 
other side of the country. 

Stretching those second- 
slong lyrics into a15-minute 
opening sequence — after 
which the title appears in 
glistening, golden, graf- 
fiti-less letters — is an 
up-front declaration: 
“Bel-Air” is not just another 
reboot of a well-known TV 
show. While recent rein- 
ventions rest on replicating 
familiar formats, regurgi- 
tating subplots or recasting 
actors to reprise their roles, 
the Peacock series, now 
streaming, is a top-to-bot- 
tom re-imagining of the 
story told on a’90s sitcom. 

And like any success- 
ful reinterpretation of 
acultural touchstone, 
“Bel-Air” feels simul- 
taneously familiar and 
uncharted, undeniably 
rooted in its predecessor 
and capable of standing on 
its own.

“Tm not typically a fan 
of reboots either, so I don’t 
take offense to people who 
might be a little bit hesi- 
tant about this show,” says 
“Bel-Air” creator, writer 
and director Morgan 
Cooper, 30, a self-taught 
independent filmmaker 
and commercial cinema- 
tographer. “But creatively, 
Iapproached ‘Bel-Air’ like 
any other fully original 
idea I’ve had, and I would 
have never tried to make it 
ifI didn’t have anything to 
say. This take came from 
avery pure and honest 
place. So it’s exciting to 
subvert people’s expecta- 
tions. That’s all that any 
of us want froma story: to 
be surprised, in a positive 
way.” 

The idea of a present-day 
“Fresh Prince” retelling 
came to Cooper, who grew 
up on its reruns, in May 
2018. “I was driving, and 
the entire vision suddenly 
hit me — the language, the 
music, the quality of light, 


every detail was clear as 
day — and I had to make 
it,” he recalls, He shot the 
self-funded, $25,000 proj- 
ect in eight days over two 
months, with a cast of local 
actors from his hometown 
of Kansas City, Missouri. 

Structured like an 
intriguing movie trailer, 
the homegrown short was 
uploaded the following 
year and went viral, attract- 
ing attention from nearly 
every agency and studio in 
Hollywood — along with 
“Fresh Prince” star Will 
Smith. 

“Over the years, Will has 
been approached many 
times with how to redo 
‘Fresh Prince’ with a female 
lead, or with somebody 
going from Bel-Air to Philly, 
whatever the new twist 
is,” says Terence Carter, 
co-president and head of 
television at Westbrook 
Studios, which is producing 
the series. 

“But what Morgan did 
is more than just a logline. 


It’s the way he shot it — 

not that it looked cool and 
glossy, but how he lit those 
characters and captured 
the Black skin. It felt like 
this could be a different 
kind of show, one that takes 
the best parts of the original 
and uses it as a jumping-off 
point to tell the stories of 
the Black experience that 
weren’t being explored in 
other television shows.” 

As goofy as “Fresh 
Prince” could be, it was 
the sitcom’s more seri- 
ous storylines — Uncle 
Phil’s heart attack, Carl- 
ton’s firearm possession, 
Will’s reacquaintance with 
his absentee father — that 
cemented its pop culture 
legacy. 

With Smith and the origi- 
nal show’s producers on 
board, “Bel-Air” sparked 
a bidding war in summer 
2020, with Peacock 
winning out over Netflix, 
HBO Max, Amazon and 
Apple with a two-season 
deal. 


In making its 10-episode 
debut season, “we made 
sure to keep the standards 
that were set in Morgan’s 
vision, without soften- 
ing the edges or watering 
it down in any way,” says 
co-showrunner Rasheed 
Newson. “That short film 
was proof of concept of 
what the show’s tone and 
sensibilities needed to be.” 

That directive is to 
continue the conversation 
“Fresh Prince” moderated 
— “how the Black experi- 
ence is not a singular thing,” 
says Cooper — ina way 
that’s grounded in today’s 
reality. 

“Bel-Air” episodes pull 
on threads the origi- 
nal didn’t have the space 
to fully explore: who 
Uncle Phil and Aunt Viv 
were before they became 
parents, what they’ve 
sacrificed for their affluent 
lifestyle, why there’s all that 
distance between the Banks 
family and Will’s mother. 

“With every idea, no 


matter how good it was, 
we had to step back and 
ask ourselves: ‘Even if 
you’ve never heard of “The 
Fresh Prince of Bel-Air,” is 
it still compelling?” says 
co-showrunner T.J Brady. 
“This show has to be able 
to stand up on its own for 
audiences who are watch- 
ing cold.” 

If it succeeds, “Bel-Air” 
may well inspire Holly- 
wood to modernize, 
dramatize and add new 
dimensions to other 
beloved TV comedies, 
continuing a trend that 
includes Netflix and Pop’s 
late, lamented remake of 
“One Day ata Time.” 

“I can definitely see a lot 
of other shows trying to 
take this approach,” says 
Matthew A. Cherry, who 
directs the ninth episode. 
“This is a really unique situ- 
ation: The original (intel- 
lectual property) had so 
many dramatic elements in 
it already, the way it even 
came to life as something so 
unexpected. There’s a great 
value in being first, and it’s 
very rare that people after- 
ward can replicate those 
things and recapture that 
magic in the same way. 

“But the brilliance is 
Morgan. The slang, the 
music, the look, everything 
in this show just feels so 
natural and organic coming 
from him. He does it ina 
way that doesn’t feel so 
coordinated and is actually 
authentic and super cool. 
And he’s just an incredible 
person.” 

Cooper isn’t nervous 
about how “Bel-Air” will be 
received. 

“Listen, there’s always 
going to be people for 
whom this may not be their 
cup of tea,” he says. “As 
artists, if we try too hard to 
appeal to everyone, then 
we don’t make things that 
are meaningful to anyone. 

I think viewers can sense 
that energy. So it’s very 
important to check in about 
that intention ... You have 
to really remember why 
you’re making the art in 

the first place. It’s got to be 
done from a place of love. 
From that standpoint, I 
think anything is possible.”

Why are shows edited for reruns?

Q: Iam now going to 
the library for videos 
of TV shows thanks 
to what has become a 
shambles on off-net- 
work programming. 
Due tothe horrendous 
editing of programs, I 
cannot understand plots 
anymore with over 15 
minutes missing. There 
is never a slide saying 
the show has been edited 
like when there is witha 
feature film. 

A: The amount of 
commercial time ina 
program has grown over 
the years (to about a third 
of the total running time). 
With older programs 
where the original 
commercial load was 
smaller, some program- 
mers and syndicators will 
often trim content or speed 
up the show abit to make 
room for more ads (which 
can also be awkwardly 
placed, breaking up scenes 
that were not meant to 
be interrupted). Besides 
changes to meet broad- 
cast standards, movies also 
get trimmed and sped, to 
make room for ads while 
fitting a time slot. (As you 
noted, those movie deals 
at least call for an advisory 
about the editing.) I have 
heard shows’ makers and 
stars lament the changes 
because it spoils the way 
the program was meant 
to be seen, for example 
messing up the timing ofa 
joke. But that has not really 
stopped the money grab. 

Yes, some services offer 
uncut and even uninter- 
rupted versions of shows, 
but you have to be watch- 
ful. Even when you go 
searching for the DVDs of 
shows, look closely at the 
fine print. Some shows are 
released on disc in versions 
trimmed for syndica- 
tion. They may also have 
different music, but that’s 
another long story.

A: While I have not seen 
an authorized DVD ina 
format compatible with 
US. players, you can find 
it for rent or purchase 
digitally on Amazon’s 
Prime Video and Apple 
TV. There’s also pretty 
good-looking print on 
YouTube. The Criterion 
Channel (criterionchannel. 
com) also has it streaming; 
the channel has a member- 
ship fee but also has a free 
trial period. 


Q: There was a West- 
ern Burt Lancaster and 
Audrey Hepburn were in 
called “The Unforgiven.” 
Ihave been waiting for 
years to see that on TV. 
Can you tell me if I will? 

A: As you know, “on TV” 
these days covers an enor- 
mous amount of ground — 
broadcast, cable, satellite, 
downloads and stream- 
ing. This 1960 Western, 
directed by John Huston, 
is on Amazon Prime Video 
and the streaming service 
Tubi, as well as being avail- 
able for rent on Vudu. It 
has also been released on 
DVD and Blu-ray. 


Q: I would like to know 
who won the top prize on 
the latest “America’s Got 
Talent” show. It never 
aired — or did I miss it? 


A: Magician Dustin 
Tavella won the 16th 
season of the talent show 
last year. You can see the 
finale on NBC.com and on 
Peacock. The show will be 
back later this year. There 
is also acompanion show, 
“America’s Got Talent: 
Extreme,” arriving in 
February with “outrageous 
acts of enormous scale.” 


Q: Weare fans of the 
series “Endeavour” from 
PBS, now streaming on 
Prime. Season 7 seems to 
have been released, but 
we can only get through 
episode 3. Why? 

A: There are only three 
episodes in the season. 
“Endeavour” has appar- 
ently never had more than 
six episodes in a season, 
and many times had 
four. But some shows are 
designed as a set of feature- 
length productions instead 
of hourlong episodes. The 
Benedict Cumberbatch 
“Sherlock” did that, and 
so has “Endeavour” — 
so those three episodes 
are more like a bundle of 
movies. There is an eighth 
season coming — with 
three episodes.

Looks like Russia 
will skate by again 


Latest doping scandal shows 
IOC failing on grand scale

BEIJING — The decision came down in 
the midst ofa brisk, sunny day in Beijing, 
after a late-night hearing that stretched 
into morning. 

There was never much doubt about the 
outcome. 

That’s the way it goes with the Russians. 

They dope. They’re caught. They slink 
away to the next competition with no real 
ramifications. 

Why would they change their chemi- 
cally enhanced ways? 

Ifthe International Olympic Commit- 
tee had shown even a hint of a backbone 
when dealing with the country that ran a 
massive doping scheme at Sochi in 2014, 
there probably wouldn’t have been any 
need for a ruling Monday clearing the way 
for 15-year-old phenom Kamila Valieva to 
go for an expected gold medal in women’s 
figure skating with a program that now 
includes a positive drug test. 

Ifthe Russians had been kicked out of 
an Olympics or two — the bare minimum 
they deserved for treating international 
doping rules with roughly the same seri- 
ousness that Nicolas Cage gives to poten- 
tial movie scripts — they might’ve been 
compelled to clean up their act before 
the world’s winter athletes descended on 
locked-down China. 

A good start would’ve been the 2016 Rio 
Olympics. Instead, the IOC rejected the 
World Anti-Doping Agency’s recommen- 
dation that Russia be banned from those 
Summer Games, even after an indepen- 
dent probe left little doubt the country 
ran a state-sponsored doping operation of 
staggering proportions in Sochi. 

Two years later, with enough damning 
evidence to put the Russians on par with 
the old East German doping dynasty, the 
IOC responded with a sham punishment 
that merely required them to buy some 
new uniforms and compete in Pyeongc- 
hang as “Olympic Athletes from Russia.” 

Finally, after Russia threw roadblocks 
in front of every opportunity to come 
clean about its nefarious ways, the Court 
of Arbitration for Sport — with the IOC’s 
tacit approval — came up with sanctions in 
name only for Tokyo and Beijing. 

Instead of OAR, the Russians have been 
forced to compete as ROC — Russian 
Olympic Committee. 

Whoop-de-do. 

And how did the Russians show their 
gratitude for the IOC’s leniency? Another 
major doping scandal. 

The ruling by a hastily assembled CAS 


panel will permit Valieva to take the ice 
Tuesday in one of the signature events of 
the Winter Olympics, a competition that 
will likely produce her second gold medal 
of these Games. 

Whether she gets to keep any medals 
she wins in Beijing is an issue for another 
day. The CAS hearing was merely to deter- 
mine if the teenager should be allowed 
to compete, which was essentially aslam 
dunk of a decision because of her age. 

Athletes under the age of 16 receive 
special consideration in the WADA 
doping code, the thought being that it’s 
the adults in the room who are likely to 
blame. 

However well-intentioned that proviso 
may be, it’s an issue that WADA must 
address at some point to ensure young 
athletes don’t become doping guinea pigs, 
subject to the whims of unscrupulous 
coaches, handlers, doctors and nutrition- 
ists who know their athletes won’t face 
the same sanctions as older ones if caught. 

But the bigger issue is the percep- 
tion that Russia is being allowed to skate 
through another doping scandal without 
any serious consequences. 

Valieva already led Russia — uhh, sorry, 
the Russian Olympic Committee — toa 
gold medal in team figure skating, becom- 
ing the first female ever to land a quad at 
the Winter Games. 

She hasn’t yet been able to actually 
collect her prize, nor have her teammates. 
Word came shortly before the medal cere- 
mony that a sample collected from Valieva 
on Christmas Day at the Russian nation- 
als had turned up positive for the banned 
heart drug trimetazidine. 

The ultimate judgment in Valieva’s case 
will drag on long after the flame is extin- 
guished in Beijing. 

But the damage is done. Valieva can 
carry on at these Olympics like nothing 
happened. 

At least the IOC had the good sense to 
cancel any plans for a rescheduled medal 
ceremony to award the Russians their 
team gold, though that is hugely unfair to 
the other countries that made the podium. 

Tf Valieva finishes in the top three in 
the individual event, the medal ceremony 
also would be scrapped. “It would not be 
appropriate,” the IOC said. 

There’s nothing appropriate about this 
whole situation, but this is the mess the 
IOC created by coddling Russia. 

The short program is Tuesday, followed 
two days later by the free skate. If things 
go well for the Russians, they might 
become the first nation to sweep all three 
medals in women’s figure skating. 

They’ve already clinched the gold 
medal for doping.

US, Canada women into hockey final

Hilary Knight had a goal and assist, Alex 
Cavallini stopped 25 shots and the defend- 
ing Olympic champion United States beat 
Finland 4-1 in a women’s hockey semifinal 
at the Beijing Games on Monday to set up 
the sixth gold-medal showdown between 
the Americans and Canada. 

The cross-border rivals will play Thurs- 
day after Canada erupted for five first-pe- 
riod goals over an Olympic-record span of 
3:24 in a 10-3 win over Switzerland earlier 
in the day. The two powers have played for 
the championship in every Olympic tourna- 
ment except the 2006 Turin Games. 

This time, the U.S. is attempting to defend 
its title following a 3-2 shootout win at the 
2018 the Pyeongchang Games, which ended 
Canada’s Olympic run of four golds. 


Colleges: Gonzaga claimed the No. 1 rank- 
ing in The AP men’s basketball poll for a 
third stint this season, earning 56 of 60 
votes. Auburn spent the last three weeks 
in the top spot but dropped to No. 2 after 
suffering its first defeat since November. ...

initiate UConn’s 12-0 fourth-quar- 
ter run to put the game away, it was 
hard for onlookers to believe that 
the 5-foot-11 guard from Virginia is 
just a freshman, let alone playingin 
her 11th collegiate game. 

“It’s been remarkable what she’s 
been able to do in such a short 
period of time,” UConn coach 
Geno Auriemma said. 

It’s not as if Fudd’s talent was 
ever in question. Her foot injury, 
Auriemma says, hindered her early 
in the season before she was shut 
down for 11 games to let it heal. 
Once back on the court, Fudd 
had a typical freshman inclina- 
tion to play passively and defer to 
her teammates, whether that be 
Bueckers, the upperclassmen or 
Ducharme, which could frustrate 
Auriemma. Given the caliber of 
player she is, he wanted Fudd to 
have the ball in her hands. 

By the time Fudd made her 
return at DePaul on Jan. 26, Ducha- 
rme had emerged as UConn’s go-to 
scorer in the absence of Bueckers. 
Fudd (15 points) had a memorable 
outing in Chicago, though the next 
two games were relatively quiet for 
her. She had an off shooting night 
at Providence, then at Creighton 
didn’t get going until the fourth 
quarter. 

It’s impossible to know what 
would’ve happened had Ducha- 
rme — who has led the Huskies 
in scoring at 16.3 points per game 
in the absence of Bueckers — not 
been sidelined with a head injury 
following the Creighton game. 
Fudd spoke of needing to be more 
aggressive even before Ducharme’s 
injury. But once Ducharme went 
down, Fudd became exponentially 
more critical to the Huskies, and 
she knew it. 

She was the star of the show 
against Tennessee, the Huskies’ 
first game without Ducharme, 
and for the most part hasn’t looked 
back. 

‘Just knowing that my team 
needs me,” Fudd said Sunday. “I 
wouldn’t say that it has to be on me, 
but just knowing that it’s import- 
ant for me to keep attacking, not 
necessarily scoring but attacking 
because then it makes the defense 
have to help off and it either gives 
me an open shot or my teammates 
an open shot.” 


The numbers say it all, too: In 
Fudd’s first three games back 
from injury, where Ducharme also 
played, Ducharme took 12.3 shots 
per game on average, while Fudd 
was averaging seven. In the four 
games Ducharme has been out, 
Fudd is averaging 15.5 field goal 
attempts per game. All along, she’s 
kept up her trademark efficiency, 
shooting 50% from both inside and 
outside the arc. 

In some ways, this could be the 
toughest stretch Fudd faces in that 
she’s demanding so much defen- 
sive attention without Bueckers 
and Ducharme also on the floor 
to make opponents pick their 
poison. DePaul coach Doug Bruno 
described how his team’s game 
plan in their second meeting with 
UConn was to contain Fudd and 
make the Huskies’ bigs beat them. 
It largely worked, as Fudd finished 
with just four points, while Aali- 
yah Edwards and Dorka Juhasz 
combined for 41. 

But part of what Auriemma 
loves about Fudd is that she can 
make her presence felt beyond 
scoring. He complimented her 
defense against DePaul, and has 
praised her passing and rebound- 
ing. And while her 3-point shoot- 
ing is the most well- known part 
of her game, she’s increasingly 
demonstrated she can be just as 
potent with her dribble pull-up or 
driving to the hoop. Fudd’s aggres- 
siveness in getting to the rim then 
leads to more scoring opportuni- 
ties for her teammates. 

Fudd and Juhasz in particu- 
lar seem to be developing some 
great chemistry, as their two-man 
game shined against Marquette. 
While senior center Olivia Nelson- 
Ododa has been missed in many 
ways while sitting out with agroin 
injury, as a proven 3-point threat 
Juhasz can pick and pop as 
defenses are preoccupied with 
Fudd, adding a dimension to 
UConn’s offense. 

“T’ve been much better at being 
more aggressive, but just with 
teams playing me different ways, 
it makes it so much easier, espe- 
cially when I’m setting screens and 
teams are guarding me different. 
They'll mess up and someone ends 
up being wide open,” Fudd said. 

Fudd’s maturity isn’t just appar- 
ent in her decision-making. She 
has a knack for hitting shots when 
UConn needs them, whether in 
the fourth quarter against DePaul 


and Tennessee, to spur a comeback 
attempt against Villanova or to put 
the game away against Marquette. 

Auriemma praised his team’s 
improvement in fourth quar- 
ters recently, and that correlates 
directly with Fudd’s return. The 
first 15 games of the season UConn 
averaged 15.6 fourth-quarter 
points. Since Fudd returned to the 
rotation that number is 22.6. She’s 
most productive in the fourth, 
averaging 7.3 points, which makes 
you wonder if some games would 
have turned out differently had 
she been healthy for the bulk of 
UConn’s nonconference slate. 

After Fudd’s onslaught against 
Tennessee, Auriemma provided a 
scary reminder to the rest of the 
women’s basketball world. At that 
point only eight games into her 
collegiate basketball career, if this 
is the worst or least experienced 
version of Fudd, imagine what she 
can do ina year or two or three. 

Perhaps her biggest area of 
growth in the short term, at least in 
Auriemma’s eyes, is for her to take 
a page from Ducharme’s book and 
look to score anytime she touches 
the ball. 

“She’s a very particular kind of 
kid,” Auriemma said. “She’s very 
much a perfectionist and wants 
everything to be done regimented, 
and when things are kind ofa little 
bit cockeyed, she gets a little bit 
[off-kilter].” 

Whether it was a result of 
necessity or finally something 
just clicked, Auriemma’s message 
seems to be getting through to 
Fudd. 

“And I think the fact that she 
feels like ‘I don’t have any choice. I 
can’t just show up and say, OK, well 
Yl wait for my turn’ [has helped],” 
Auriemma said. “I don’t like kids 
like that.” 

Not only are she and the rest 
of the team benefitting now, but 
once Ducharme and Bueckers 
return, Fudd’s mindset shift and 
comfortability will better serve the 
Huskies and their championship 
goals long term. 

“I’m trying to break her of every- 
thing having to be perfect and 
getting down on herself when it’s 
not,” Auriemma said. “She’s pretty 
special when it comes to playing 
basketball. So I don’t ever want her 
to doubt herself”

Thibodeau: No regrets on 
Barrett’s garbage-time injury

Tom Thibodeau said he has no 
regrets about leaving RJ Barrett 
in the game at the end of a blow- 
out last week in Denver, when the 
young forward sprained an ankle.

But once you get it 
to 13, you (might) get it to 10. You 
know, four minutes to go. You 
want to take a shot. We had RJ at 
power forward. So if you get arun 
there, you get it inside 10 you have 
agood chance to win.” 

Barrett has shed his walking 
boot, according to Thibodeau, 
but it seems unlikely he’ll play 
the last game before the All-Star 
break on Wednesday against 
the Nets. Thibodeau has labeled 
Barrett day-to-day since the injury 
occurred a week ago.

Chock and Bates skated a 
personal best with their avant- 
garde intergalactic space love 
story set to electronic music by 
Daft Punk, but were ultimately 
unable to overcome the deficit 
from their disappointing rhythm 
dance performance.

Diaz 
and his partner, Olivia Smart, 
placed eighth at the Beijing 
Games.

Humphries wins Ist monobob gold 


Kaillie Humphries crossed the finish 
line, jumped from her sled and hoisted 
an American flag that someone had just 
handed her into the frosty air. “U-S-A! 
U-S-A!” she chanted. Four years ago, 
nobody would have seen that coming. 
The former Canadian bobsled hero- 
ine is an Olympic gold medalist for 
the third time — and for the first time, as a U.S. citizen. 
Humphries, 36, is monobob’s first Olympic champion, 
finishing off a surprisingly easy win at the Beijing Games 
on Monday. She completed four runs in 4 minutes, 
19.27 seconds to lead a gold-silver finish for the 
U.S. women’s program, with teammate Elana Meyers 
Taylor placing second. Humphries became the first 
woman to win Olympic gold for two different countries. 
She also is the first woman to win three golds in bobsled- 
ding, with a chance for a fourth later this week in the 
two-person event. Humphries became a citizen in Decem- 
ber. Meyers Taylor, 37, is now a four-time medalist, giving 
her the most in U.S. bobsled history and tying her for sixth

No time like the present 


Rams’ big moves paid off 
with Lombardi Trophy

INGLEWOOD, Calif. — Built to win 
now, the Rams delivered a shiny, new 
trophy for Tinseltown. 

Pressure? What pressure? 

With LeBron James dancing to the 
beat during a halftime show featuring 
hip-hop legends Dr. Dre, Snoop Dogg 
and Eminem, and Kareem Abdul-Jab- 
bar, Magic Johnson and Clayton 
Kershaw sitting in a crowd filled with 
Walk of Fame stars, Matthew Stafford, 
Cooper Kupp and Aaron Donald joined 
L.A’s fraternity of champions. 

Stafford tossed a 1-yard touchdown 
pass to Kupp with 1:25 remaining and 
the Rams rallied to beat the Bengals 
23-20 on Sunday night to win the 
Super Bow] at home in their glitzy, 
$5 billion stadium built by owner Stan 
Kroenke. 

They had no other choice, really. 

The organization went all-in to win 
it all, trading a slew of draft picks to 
acquire Stafford and Von Miller in 
2021 and Jalen Ramsey in 2019. They 
also signed Odell Beckham Jr. during 
the season. 

The Rams haven’t had a first-round 
pick since selecting Jared Goff No. 1 
overall in 2016, and they don’t own 
another one until 2024. 

But they now have a Vince Lombardi 
Trophy to show for it. 

“T think it’s a lot of good decisions 
stacked on one another,” coach Sean 
McVay said. 

“T’m just really pleased to be associ- 


ated with a group that is not afraid to 
shoot their shot and take chances on 
things we feel like is in the best interest 
of the football team. 

“There are a lot of rolled eyes at 
us, but we believe in those things and 
we’re going to do things that we think 
are in the best interest.” 

McVay pointed to general manager 
Les Snead, COO Kevin Demoff and 
vice president Tony Pastoors being in 
sync. 

“Whether it’s myself, Les, Kevin, 
Tony Pastoors and it all starts with Mr. 
Kroenke and his trust and willingness,” 
he said. 

“Then the players being able to 
on-board the guys in the right way, it’s 
sweet and I’m really happy for these 
guys.” 

The Rams became the second team 
to play a Super Bow] in their stadium, 
following the Buccaneers in 2021. 

Both did it with veteran quarter- 
backs in the first season with their 
team. 

The Bucs went all-in, signing Tom 
Brady, Rob Gronkowski, Leonard 
Fournette and Antonio Brown. They 
got their title. 

So did the Rams, who eliminated 
Brady and the Bucs in the divisional 
round after wasting a 27-3 lead. 

Stafford hadn’t won a playoff game 
in 12 seasons with the Lions before 
leading the Rams to four postseason 
wins, including three straight by three 
points. 

“I love playing this game for the 
competition, for the relationships, for 
the hard times, for the good times, for 
all of it” Stafford said. “This game can 
teach us so much as people. I get to go 
to work with people from all walks of 


life and come together and go for one 
goal, and for 12 years that goal wasn’t 
reached. 

“It tore me up inside, but I knew I 
could keep playing and try to find away 
and the fact that we reached that goal 
today is so special.” 

Fittingly, Donald preserved the lead 
by pressuring Joe Burrow into throw- 
ing an incomplete pass on fourth down 
in the final minute as the Bengals were 
trying to drive for a tying field goal. 
The Rams’ dominant defensive line 
had seven sacks, six in the second half. 
Donald and Miller led the way with 
two each. 

“It means everything. This orga- 
nization drafted me eight years ago 
to have an opportunity to help bring 
this here,” Donald said. “To start in St. 
Louis and have our struggles and then 
come to L.A. and be able to build some- 
thing special, bring in Coach McVay 
— one thing I told him when he got 
here, before I had the opportunity to 
play for him and get to know him, I 
told him as longas he’s here, I want to 
continue to be a part of this organiza- 
tion and help build on the legacy. We’re 
building a legacy. Legacies are built not 
from individual stats, but from team 
success. The ultimate goal is to be a 
world champion, I’ve been saying that 
for the past few years. 

“To finally get the opportunity to 
feel this, be living in it right now, this 
time, this moment — it’s hard to put it 
in words right now.” 

Even losing Beckham to a knee 
injury wasn’t going to stop the Rams. 
Their offense slowed down after Beck- 
ham went down, but Stafford and 
Kupp came through in the end. 

Just like Hollywood scripted it.

LOS ANGELES — The NFL never stops making news. 

Even after the Super Bowl, pro football doesn’t fade 
from view. Next up is the scouting combine in two weeks, 
followed by free agency in mid-March and key owners’ 
meetings at the end of that month. Then the draft in late 
April, this year in Las Vegas, where even the fountains at 
Bellagio will play a role. 

Follow that with OTAs and minicamps, and before 
Rams fans have exhausted their celebrations of winning 
the Lombardi Trophy, training camps are opening. 

All of that drawing the kind of attention every other 
sport envies. 

“Tf you look what’s happening to ratings around the 
league, more and more people are watching NFL football 
because of the quality of the game,” Commissioner Roger 
Goodell said last week. “We’ve had extraordinary games 
this year with an extraordinary season, and that content 
is even more valuable. 

“So to me, it’s really focusing on how do we share our 
game with more people and build that.” 

But first: 


Flores lawsuit 


Possibly the most headline-grabbing topic will be 
former Dolphins coach Brian Flores’ lawsuit against 
the NFL and its teams. The league has no choice but to 
investigate Flores’ allegations of racism and being offered 
money to tank games by Dolphins owner Stephen Ross. 
The far-reaching implications here could and should over- 
shadow any other news in the offseason. 

“Integrity of the game is obviously an important 
element, just as making sure we have the right culture in 
our organizations, across the league and at clubs,” Goodell 
said. “But we’re going to look into that and we'll make sure 
that ifthere were violations that they won’t be tolerated.” 


Commanders’ culture 


Recent statements to Congress by people claiming the 
Washington team, newly named Commanders, had a 
culture rife with inappropriate behavior and mistreat- 
ment, has reinvigorated demands for change at owner 
Dan Snyder’s franchise. The league will continue to be 
pressured to reveal specific information from investiga- 
tions of the team. 


Scouting combine 


A full-fledged combine is planned for Indianapolis as 
the league relies on its pandemic protocols that seemed 
to work well in 2021. Teams have been warned that they 
could lose a draft pick and face significant fines if club 
representatives conduct themselves unprofessionally in 
interviews with draft prospects. That includes asking 
inappropriate questions. 

“Allclubs should ensure that prospective draft picks are 
afforded a respectful and professional NFL environment 
— one that is consistent with state and federal law and our 
shared commitment to respect, diversity and inclusion,” 
the NFL told the 32 clubs in January. 


Free agency 


Will it be wild? Is Patrick Mahomes fun to watch? 

And no, the Chiefs quarterback won’t be taking part in 
free agency for the rest of this decade. But there always are 
plenty of big names (and huge money) involved when the 
“legal tampering” period begins March 14. Signings can 
become official March 16. 

Potential free agents include Packers All-Pro WR 
Davante Adams, Bucs WR Chris Godwin, Chargers 
WR Mike Williams, Saints tackle Terron Armstead and 
Commanders tackle Brandon Scherff on offense. Defen- 
sively, Rams LB Von Miller, CBs Stephon Gilmore of the 
Panthers and J.C. Jackson ofthe Patriots, and edge rushers 
Chandler Jones of the Cardinals and Harold Landry III of 
the Titans top the list. 


Owners’ meetings 


In late March, owners will consider several issues, nota- 
bly whether to make rules changes for special teams given 
data showing kick plays are the game’s most dangerous. 

Updates and moderations to the Rooney Rule are possi- 
ble. There also could be changes to some media rights, 
most significantly the Sunday Ticket deal that is up for 
bids after next season. 


What happens in Vegas ... 


Won’t stay in Vegas. The draft is there, and fans from 
32 franchises will be entranced by whatever their team 
does. Given the locale, many of those fans could be on The 
Strip for the proceedings as Sin City attempts to match or 
surpass what Nashville achieved in 2019. 

With no college quarterbacks jumping to the front ofthe 
line — at least not yet — intrigue about what the Jaguars 
will do with the first pick again will be high. There was no 
chance the Jags would trade out of getting Clemson QB 
Trevor Lawrence last year. This time, who knows?
